Tuts being the day fixed by the Constitution of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the.Diocese of New York for the meeting of 
the Annual Convention, a number of the clergy and laity assembled 
for Divine Service at nine o’clock in the morning at St. Augustine’s 
Chapel,*in the City of New York, the place appointed by the Bishop 
for the meeting. 


Morning Prayer was said by the Rev. Frank M. Clendenin, 
Rector of St. Peter’s Chuxch, Westchester, assisted by the Rev. H. 
N. Powers, D.D., Rector of Christ Church, Piermont; the Ven. 
Alexander Mackay-Smith, Archdeacon of New York; the Rev. W. 
W. Kirkby, D.D., Rector of Christ Church, Rye, and the Rev. Lewis 
‘. Wattson, Rector of St. John’s Church, Kingston. 


After a brief intermission the service of the Holy Communion 
followed, when the sermon was preached by the Rev. Clarence Buel, 
an assistant minister of St. Luke’s Church, New York. The Holy 
Communion was celebrated by the Bishop, who was assisted by the 
Rt. Rev. George K. Dunlop, D.D., Missionary Bishop of New 
Mexico; the Rev. Cornelius E. Swope, D.D., an Assistant Minister 
of Trinity Parish ; the Ven. Henry L. Ziegenfuss, Archdeacon of 
Duchess ; the Ven. W. R. Thomas, Archdeacon of Orange; the 
Ven. Frederick B. Van Kleeck, Archdeacon of Westchester, and 
the Ven. Alexander Mackay-Smith, Archdeacon of New York. 

The Convention was called to order by the Bishop, who took 
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the chair. Under his direction the Acting Secretary proceeded to 
call the names of the Clergy of the Diocese entitled to seats, when 
one hundred and thirty-seven answered to their names and took 
their seats.* 


The Acting Secretary then called the names of the Lay Dele- 
gates whose credentials had been received, when deputies from 
ninety-three parishes appeared and took their seats. * 


A constitutional quorum being present, the Right Reverend the 
President declared the Convention duly organized for business. 


On motion the reading of the Rules of Order was dispensed 
with, and the President announced the election of Secretary and 
Treasurer as next in order. ; f 


The following nominations for Secretary were then made: 


The Rev. Thomas R. Harris, D.D., nominated by the Rev. 
Charles F. Canedy. . 

And the Rev. Wm. J. Seabury, D.D., nominated by the Rev. 
William H. Cooke. 


The Rev. H. Y. Satterlee, D.D., and the Rev. Clarence Buel

OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE INCORPORATION AND ADMISSION 
OF CHURCHES INTO UNION WITH THE CONVENTION. 


To the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 


Your Committee having duly received, through the Acting Secretary of 
the Convention, application for admission to the Convention from The Church 
ofthe Holy Communion, N. Y. City, have examined the papers submitted, and 
do now report upon them as follows : 

The papers show that this Church was incorporated under and pur- 
suant to Chapter 218 of the Laws of 1854, of the State of New York, entitled,

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*‘ An Act for the Incorporation of Societies to establish free Churches,’ by a 
proper certificate of incorporation, duly approved and filed in the offices of the 
Clerk of the County of New York, and the Secretary of State of the State of 
New York, on the 10th and 13th days of July, 1867, respectively, and that the 
purpose of the Society so incorporated was then declared to be as follows : 

‘To maintain a house for the worship of Almighty God, according to the 
Catholic faith whole and undefiled, and to be forever used as a free Church.” 

They further show that this certificate of incorporation was duly amended 

by the addition of the words : 
. “Such Church to be and forever to remain a Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in communion with and subject to the jurisdiction, constitution, laws, and 
canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State of New York, United 
States of America.” 

And that this amended certificate was duly recorded in the office of the 
Clerk of the County of New York, on the 30th day of December, 1886, and in 
the office of the Secretary of State, on the 18th day of January, 1887. 

The canonical defect having been thus remedied, and all the other papers 
accompanying the application having been found to be regular and in full com- 
pliance with the canons, the Church appears to be duly entitlec to admission. 

The Committee therefore recommend the admission of this Church, as a 
Parish, into union with the Convention.

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Report 
OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PAROCHIAL FUND. 

The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of New York beg leave 
to present their Annual Report. 

In the Report presented to the Convention at its last session attention was 
called to the fact that this corporation, as coustituted by the Convention of the 
Diocese and by Charter cf the Legislature of the State, was authorized to re- 
ceive and hold in trust for the benefit of particular parishes both funds for in- 
vestment and land for glebes and parsonages. ‘The advantage to those desirous 
to benefit parishes in being able to secure the gifts which they might bestow 
by lodging them in the hands of trustees who would not be open to the influ- 
ences which are so often brought to bear upon those who are obliged to provide 
for the current expenses of parochial organizations was pointed out and the 
adoption of this authorized agency was urged upon all who might be looking 
for opportunity of real usefulness to parishes in which they were interested. 
The Trustees are happy to report that since that time applications have been 
made to them to receive gifts of land for parsonage purposes for two parishes 
inthe Diocese. One of these applications was accepted, and the Corporation has 
received from the Rev. J. C.8. Weills and wife a deed of a valuable lot of land 
in Duchess County to be held in trust as the site of a Rectory for the Parish 
of Grace Church, Milbrook. They venture to hope that this example will be 
followed by others. 

In the other department of aid to parishes, by supplementing the income of 
clergymen whose salaries are insufficient for their proper support, the Trustees 
report that they have appropriated the whole income of the Graham Fund and 
part of the income of their General Fund in the distribution of aid to seven 
clergymen of the Diocese, these appropriations amounting in ali to the sum of 
$1,900. 

The extension of this aid is much desired by the Trustees, but is of course 
dependent upon the liberality of the Diocese in the bestowal of the funds 
needed for the purpose. 

The items of this distribution, as well as a statement of the financial condi- 
tion of the Corporation, will be found in the account of the Treasurer hereto 
annexed, to which the Trustees refer as a part of this report. From this ac- 
count it will appear that the total amount of the funds held by the Corporation 
is $62,613.49, of which $48,300 are invested in bond and mortgage, and the re- 
mainder awaiting investment is deposited in responsible savings banks and 
trust companies. : 

The Trustees again beg to remind the Rectors of Parishes and others who 
may desire to further their wish that an annual collection in aid of the Paro- 
chial Fund has been recommended by resolution of this Convention and that all 
contributions sent to the Treasurer, Mr. Wm. Alex. Smith, No. 70 Broadway, 
will be gladly received. |

The Committee appointed by this Convention to confer with like Commit- 
tees of other Dioceses in this State, concerning the Act for the Incorporation of 
Churches (see Journals of 1884, p. 58, and 1885, p. 81) and continued, by a Res- 
olution, in 1886, with further instructions (see Journal of 1886, p. 83), respect- 
fully report, that it has complied with said instructions; that it presented the 
amendments to the Act for the Incorporation of Churches, suggested by this 
Convention, to the Committee of Conference of the five Dioceses of this State, 
assembled in the vestry-room of St. Thomas’ Church, in this city, on the 31st 
day of May, 1887; that action was taken upon them by said Committee, and 
the following Report adopted, which, in compliance with the resolution ap- 
pended thereto, your Committee herewith present to this Convention for its 
consideration.

Report 


OF THE COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE OF THE FIVE DIOCESES 
OF THE STATE OF NEW: YORK. 


The Committee of Conference from the five] Dioceses in the 
State of New York, at a meeting held on the 31st day of May, 1887, 
to consider proposed changes in the Act for the Incorporation of 
Churches, agreed to recommend to the several Diocesan Conven- 


tions of the State that the present Statute be divided into two Acts, 
and amended as follows: 
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An Act to amend an Act passed May 9th, 1868, entitled “An Act to amend the 
Acts to provide for the Incorporation of Religious Socveties, so far as the 
same relates to Churches in connection with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church.” 


The People of the State of New York, represented in the Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 


The first section of the Act entitled “ An Act to amend the Acts to provide 
for the Incorporation of Religious Societies, sc far as the same relate to 
Churches in Connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church,” passed May 
9th, 1868, is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 

$1. It shall be lawful for not less than six male persons of full age, be- 
longing to any Church or Congregation in communion with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church not already incorporated, to meet for the purpose of incor- 
porating themselves under this Act. 


§2. A notice of such meeting, specifying its object and the time and place 
thereof, shall be made public either by open reading in time of Divine Service, 
or by conspicuous posting in a public place, or by publication in a newspaper of 
the place for at least two weeks prior to such meeting. 


$3. The Rector or officiating minister, or if there be none, or he shall be 
necessarily absent, then one of the Church Wardens or Vestrymen, or any 
other person called to the chair, shall preside at such meeting and shall receive 
the votes. 


$4, The persons entitled to voteat such méeting shall be the male persons, 
of full age, belonging to the Church or Congregation, qualified as follows, and 
none other: those who have been baptized, and have been (a) received by con- 
firmation or admission to the Holy Communion into the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, or (0) have been recognized as regular contributors to the support of 
the Church for twelve months next prior to the meeting. 


$5. The persons so qualified shall, at such meeting, by a majority of votes, 
determine, : 

Hirst, The name or title by which such Church or Congregation shall be 
known in law. : 

- Second, What number of Vestrymen, either three, six, or nine, shall, to- 
gether with the Rector, if there be one, and the two Church Wardens, consti- 
tute the Vestry of the church. 

Third, And shall, by a majority of votes, elect two Church Wardens and the 
number of Vestrymen, that shall have been determined are to be elected, which 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen thus elected shall serve until the next regular 
election. ; 

§6. The polls shall continue open for one hour and longer, in the discre- 
tion of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of a majority of voters 
present. 


$7. The presiding officer, together with two other persons, shall make a 
certificate, under their hands and seals, of. 
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first, The Church Wardens and Vestrymen so elected. 


x 
Second, The number of Vestrymen, either three, six, or nine, so determined 
upon, to constitute part of the Vestry. 


Third, 'The name or title by which such Church or Congregation shall be 
known in law ; which certificate being duly acknowledged, or the execution 
and acknowledgment thereof being duiy proven before any officer authorized 
to take the acknowledgment of proof of deeds or conveyances of real estate, 
to be recorded in the county where such Church or place of worship of such 
Congregation shall be situated, shall be recorded by the clerk of such county, 
or by the officer whose duty it is, or may hereafter be made, to record such in- 
struments in the county in which such Church or place of worship may be sit- 
uated, in a book to be by him kept for such purpose, 


§8. The Church Wardens and Vestrymen so elected, and their successors 
in office, of themselves (but if there be a Rector, then together with the Rector 
of such Church or Congregation), shall form a Vestry, and shall be the 
Trustees of such Church or Congregation ; and they and their successors 
shall thereupon, by virtue of this Act, be a body corporate, by the name or title 
expressed in such certificate. 


$9. The third section of the Act passed February 15, 1826, entitled ‘‘ An 
Act to amend an Act entitled an Act to provide for the Incorporation of Re- 
ligious Societies,” passed April 5th, 18138, shall not apply to any Church or 
Congregation in connection with the Protestant Episcopal Church of this State. 


> 


$10. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with the provisions of this Act 
are herebv repealed. 


An Act entitled ‘‘ An Act to regulate the Annual Elections for Church Wardens 
and Vestrymen of Parishes in connection with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of this State.” 


The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows : 


$1. On the Tuesday succeeding the first day in Advent the male persons 
qualified to vote in every Congregation of the Protestant Episccpal Chureh in 
this State, shall elect a Church Warden and Vestrymen in the place of the 
Church Warden and Vestrymen whose term shall expire at the end of such 
year or shall have already expired; and the total number of Vestrymen shall 
be either three, six or nine, as the Act of Incorporation of the Congregation 
has determined. 


$2. The persons entitled to vote at such meeting shall be male persons of 
full age beloaging to the Church or Congregation, who have been baptized, 
and (a) have been received by confirmation or admission to the Holy Commun- 
ion into the Protestant Episcopal Church, or (0) have been recognized as regu- 
lar contributors to the support of the Parish or Congregation for not less than 
twelve months next prior to such meeting. 
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_ §8. The Clerk of the Vestry shall keep a register of the names of all such 
persons eligible to vote, and, on the day of which due notice shall be given not 
less than thirty days before the annual election, shall, together with the Rector 
and Wardens or a majority of them, sit for not less than one hour as a Board of 
Registry, and shall then enter upon the register the names of all male persons 
desiring to be registered as entitled to vote. The said Clerk shail attend all 
subsequent elections with the said register certified by his own signature and 
that of the Rector or Wardens in order to test the qualifications of such electors 
in case the same should be questioned, and the fact that the name of any per- 
son claiming to vote does not appear upon the register shall be presumptive 
evidence against his right to vote. 


The original poll list of qualified voters shall remain in force, with such 
additions as shall be made to it from year to year, and shall be presumptive 
evidence of the right to vote of all whose names appear on it, subject, never- 
theless, to correction as follows : 


a. By having the names stricken off of those who, after a previous notice 
of seven days at least, do not appear at the time for arranging the poll lists and. 
again qualify. 


6. And subject further to the right of challenge at the time of election by 
any qualified voter who may question the right of any such registered voter. 


$4. No person shall be eligible for office as Warden or Vestryman who is 
not a male person of full age and baptized. 


$5. Notice shall be given of such election by the Rector, if there be one 
or if there be none, or he shall be absent, by the officiating Minister or Church, 
Warden for two Sundays next previous to the day so fixed, in the time of Divine 
Service, and if for any reason the Church be not open for Divine Service, the 
notice may be given by posting it conspicuously on the same two Sundays. 


§ 6. Whenever a vacancy or vacancies in the board so constituted shall hap- 
peu by death or otherwise, the remaining members of the Vestry may fill such 
vacancy or vacancies for the unexpired term. 


§ 7. The notice of any election, stated or otherwise, shall specify the place, 
day and hour of holding the same. The polls shall continue open for one hour 
or longer in the discretion of the presiding officer, or if required by a vote of 
the majority of voters present, and the presiding officer, together with two 
other persons, shall make a certificate under their hands and seals of the officers 
so elected. 


$8. The stated annual election shall be holden immediately after morning 
service, and at such elections the Rector, ov, if there be none, or he be absent 
one of the Church Wardens, selected for the purpose by a majority of the duly, 
qualified voters present, cr if no Warden be present, a Vestryman, selected in 
like manner, shall preside and receive the votes of the electors, and be the re- 
turning officer ; and shall enter the proceedings in the book of the Minutes of 
the Vestry, and sign his name thereto, and offer the same to as many electors 
present as he shall think fit, to be by them also signed and certified. 
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§9. The said Church Wardens shall immediately after their election be 
divided by lot into two classes, numbered one and two, and the seat of the 
member of the first class shall be vacated at the expiration of the first year, and 
that of the member of the second class at the end of the second year. The 
Vestrymen shall be divided into three classes, numbered one, two, and three, 
and the seats of the members of the first class shall be vacated at the expira- 
tion of the first year, those of the second class at the end of the second year, 
and those of the third class at the end of the third year. Atal] subsequent an- 
nual elections one Church Warden, and the number of Vestrymen so deter- 
mined shall be elected. The notice required by law to be given for the election 
of Church Wardens and Vestrymen shall specify the names of the persons whose 
terms shall expire and whose places are to be filled at such election. The 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen chosen at any of the said elections, shal] hold 
their offices until the expiration of the term for which they shall be chosen, and 
until others are chosen in their stead; and shall have power, subject to the 
Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church, to elect a Reetor to such Church or 
Congregation as often as there shall be a vacancy therein, and to fix his salary 
or compensation. At every regularly called meeting of the Vestry each Church 
Warden and Vestryman shall be entitled to one vote. 


§ 10. No Board, or meeting of such Vestry, shall be held unless full three 
days’ notice thereof shali be given in writing, under the hand of the Rector or 
one of the Church Wardens: except that for the first meeting after an election, 
twenty-four hours’ notice shall be sufficient ; and no such Board shall be com- 
petent to transact any business unless the Rector, if there be one, and at least 
one of the Church Wardens, and a majority of the Vestrymen be present, ex- 
cept when both Wardens are present, in which case the secona Warden shall 
be counted as a Vestryman for the purpose of constituting a quorum, But if 
the Rector be absent from the State and shall have been so absent for over four 
calendar months, or if the meeting has been called by the Rector, and he be 
absent therefrom, the Board shall be competent to transact all business, if there 
be present one Church Warden and a majority of the Vestrymen, except when 
a quorum may be constituted as above provided ; except that in the absence of 
the Rector no measure shall be taken for effecting a sale or disposition of the 
real property, nor may any sale or disposition of the capital or principal of the 
persona] estate of such corporation be made, nor any act done which shall im- 
pair the rights of such Rector. 


§ 11. The Rector, if there be one, and if not, then the Church Warden pres- 
ent, or if both the Church Wardens be present, then the Church Warden who 
shall be called to the chair by a majority of votes, shall preside at every meet- 
ing of the Board, and have the casting vote. 


§ 12. Whenever any corporation, organized under the provisions of this Act, 
shall deem it for the interest of such corporation to change the number of its 
Vestrymen, it shall and may be lawful for such corporation to change the 
same, provided that the number of such Vestrymen shall thereby be made 
‘ither three, six or nine. And in order to effect such change, the same shall 
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be authorized and approved by the Vestry at a regular meeting thereof; and 
shall then at the next stated annual election for Wardens and Vestrymen. be 
submitted to, and ratified by a majority of the votes of al] the qualitied voters 
voting at such elections ; notice of which proposed change, and that the same 
will be submitted for ratification at such election, shall be given at the same 
time, and in the same manner as is required for notice of the said election ; if 
such change be thus ratified, a certificate shall be made setting forth the reso- 
lution of the Vestry, and the proceedings to ratify the same, together with the 
fact of the notice being given as required, and shall be acknowledged or proved 
and recorded in the same manner as is required for the original certificate of 
organization ; and thereupon the number of Vestrymen to constitute a part of 
the Vestry of such corporation shall be such as shall be fixed by the proceedings 
to effect such change. But such change shall not take effect or be operative, 
until the certificate above mentioned shall have been duly recorded. 


§ 18. Any Church or Corporation in communion with the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in this State, heretofore incorporated by any special charter now in 
force, may adopt the provisions of this act as to the time for holding its annual 
elections, as to a classification of its Church Wardens and Vestrymen, and as : 
to the keeping of a Register to test the qualifications of voters, provided the 
Vestry of such Church: shall, by a vote ata regular meeting, determine to adopt 
the same, and such vote shall at the next ensuing stated annual election for 
Wardens and Vestrymen, be submitted to and ratified bya majority of the 
qualified voters, and certified and recorded in the manner provided by Section 2 
of the Act hereby amended. 


§ 14. All Acts, and parts of Acts inconsistent with the previsions of this 
Act, are hereby repealed.

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Report 


OF THE NEW YORK PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CITY MISSION 
SOCIETY. 


The Executive Committee of the “New York Protestant Episcopal City 
Mission Society ” present their annual Report at the close of this, its fifty- 
fourth year of usefulness. 

The number of missionaries employed in the work of the Society is thirteen, 
of which eight are priests, three are deacons, and two are laymen (acting as 
visitors). Besides these the Society employs six ladies, and one janitor, to take 
charge of the St. Barnabas House, 304 and 306 Mulberry St., and the City Mis- 
sion House, at 38 Bleecker St. 


The following is a summary of the work done:

This Society comprises such a variety of work, that, to comprehend it, a de- 
tailed statement of each part must be made : 


First. The City Mission House, at 88 Bleecker St., was ready for occupation 
in June, 1886, when two deacons took up their residence there, and did a most 
effective work, proving most conclusively the wisdom of the Bishop and the 
Society in making provision for such helpers. After securing for themselves 
amost excellent record, one of them is now a missionary of the ‘‘ Domestic 
Board”’ in Alaska, and the other the Rector of a parish at Mohawk, in this 
State. 

This house provides a home for the unmarried Clergy in the employ of the 
Society. At present there are one priest, three deacons, and one layman re- 
siding in the House. The office of the Society is here, and here are held the 
meetings of the Committee of Direction. In the basement is a Free Reading 
Room for men, opened every evening, at which there is an average attendance 
of about forty. It is furnished with daily and weekly papers, besides monthly 
magazines and a goodly number of books. 


Second. St. Barnabas’ House, 806 Muiberry St. This house has been under 
the charge of Miss E. Butler since the departure of the ‘‘ Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd,” and the good work, so faithfully carried on by them, has been con- 
tinued, and in some respects enlarged. We regret to say that our accommoda- 
tions, at times, have not been equal to the demands made upon us, and when we 
have refused admittance it has been on the ground of necessity. 


Third. St. Barnabas’ Chapel. Here are maintained daily, morning and even- 
ing prayer for the inmates of the house, to which the outside poor residing in 
the neighborhocd are welcome, and a Sunday-school. The Chaplain attends to 
the spiritual wants of his congregation, to those belonging to the house, as well as 
to those from outside. The “ Fresh Air Fund” is disbursed under the direction 
of the St. Barnabas House Chaplain and the Matron. 


Fourth. Public Institutions. To all the public hospitals, penal and charita- 
ble institutions we send our priests and deacons for daily ministrations. In the 
Penitentiary and Charity Hospital our missionaries have the title and privileges 
of chaplains, and are accorded the fullest liberty to go to every one. 

Fifth. Bethlehem Chapel. ‘The Executive Committee desire to call atten- 
tion to the fact that Bethlehem Chapel, in Ninth Avenue near Eighty-third 
Street, has been leased for one dollar per year to St. Matthew’s Church, and is 
opened every Sunday as a free church. Under the ministrations of one of our 
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missionaries, regular morning services were commenced about the 1st of Feb 
ruary, developing in a few months a congregation sufficiently strong to engage 
to pay the expense of maintaining a parish. Underthe Rev. Mr. Chamberlaine, 
the Rector of St. Matthew’s, the congregation has grown to the full capacity of 
the building. . 


Sivth. Another field for work is opening for us. Churches located in dis- 
tricts of the city from which the wealthier residents have withdrawn to more 
desirable neighborhoods, leaving a small remnant of the parish behind not able 
to maintain the church. Such churches naturally apply to the Society for aid, 
and, when placed under our control and management, we supply services and 
provide for all the work that devolves upon a rector. It is preaching the Gos- 
pel to the poor, it is opening and keeping open a fountain of living water sup- 
plying without money ‘‘ to every one that thirsteth.” Such is the St. Ambrose 
Church at 170 Thompson Street. It was left without a rector and without an 
income to maintain one. This Society provided one of her missionaries and a 
deacon to carry on the regular services of this place, making this a nucleus for 
mission work, and reviving church life in this important part of the city. 


During the past year we have been called to mourn by death the venerable 
Right Rev. Horatio Potter, Bishop of the Diocese, and ex-officio President of 
this Society ; also the Rev. C. 'T. Woodruff, for sixteen years its Superintendent. 
The sanguine temperament.of our late Superintendent enabled him to look at 
the bright side. When called to take charge of the Society it was in debt and 
struggling for very existence. By his zealous and faithful labors this condition 
of things was changed so that at his death sufficient interest had been created 
in the Church at large to provide an assured income for the Society. 


The Superintendent’s appeal, seconded by startling facts and most cheering — 
results, reached the hearts and then the purses of those in our communion, 
who are always ready to proffer their time and wealth to really praiseworthy 
objects. Churches of the rich and poor looked forward with heart-felt interest 
for his annual appearance, to be warmed and moved by the glow of his intense 
interest in the highest welfare of the poor, the sick, the disjressed, the im- 
prisoned. Such fascination, such confidence adhered to this minister and his 
cause, that not an office door of our busiest and richest citizens but was open to 
him, 


The loss of such a man must, of necessity, be deeply felt, and our Society, 
while paying its tribute of respect to his memory, wishes to put upon record 
its appreciation of his valued services. 


Looking at the future, we find that to do our work as at present laid out, 
we shall require forty thousand dollars per annum. ‘There is hardly a limit to 
the field that is opening before us on every hand, and should our receipts amount 
to fifty thousand dollars, even this sum would not be sufficient to accomplish 
all that our work in this great city calls for. 

Ours is a hand-to hand battle with crime and misery and unbelief, and we 
need the sympathy and help of all good Christian people if we would urge it 
successfully. Therefore we call upon you to help us, that with brave hearts 
and willing hands we may enter upon the work of the coming year.

On motion the request of the Committee was granted, and the 
Committee was continued for another year. 


The Report of the Missionary Society for Seamen was presented 
and read by Mr. Thomas P. Cummings. 


This Society being duly recognized by the Convention in Canon XV. of the 
Diocese, respectfully comes before you, for the first time, after an existence of 
forty-three years of active work among sailors and boatmen in the Port of 
New York. 

The Society has four stations with Chapels or places of worship, with Mis- 
sionaries, Colporteurs, and reading-rooms for each station, also a ‘‘ Sailors’ 
Home” on the East side of the city, for the entertainment of sailors when in, 
port, where they may be free from the many and great temptations by which 
they are besieged in the ordinary sailor boarding-houses, 

During the past year the aggregate uttendance of sailors and boatmen at 
the four stations was 12,500. ‘The number remaining after service to receive 
books and papers, and for private conversation, was 6,349. Aggregate attend- 
ance at the reading-room during week days, 30,500. Number who have taken 
the pledge to abstain from the use of intoxicating liquors, at the Chapels on 
East and North rivers, 365, Visits made to vessels, hospitals, and boarding- 
houses, by Missionaries and Colporteurs, aggregate over 16,000. 

To maintain and carry on this great work, all that has been contributed by 
the Churches and individuals in the past year, is less than six thousand dollars, 
leaving a deficiency 1o be made up to meet ordinary expenses of some $5,000. 

It cannot be possible that it is clearly understood by the Church and her 
members what is being done in this great city and Port of New York for 
sailors and boatmen, whose labors contribute so largely to the prosperity of its 
commerce, which is the life of the metropolis; or greater evidence would be 
given by larger and more general contributions to maintain the present work 
and add to its extension. 


* Now Canon XIX. 
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‘It is not to be forgotten that this is a Mission of the Church in the Port 
of New York, embracing Long Island, the shores of New Jersey, Staten Island, 
and Westchester County on the line of the rivers, West and East, and as yet all 
its movements are confined to the lower part of the city proper and a station at 
Erie Basin on Long Island. Give but the means, and in other places on both 
banks of the East and Hudson rivers will be heard, through this Mission, the 
services of our Church in its ministrations and invitations to the ‘Men of the 
Sea,’ the rivers and land, who now never enter the usual places of worship, 
and who are waiting a call to the Gospel privileges which we abundantly 
enjoy.” 

It is respectfully suggested that a Sunday might be set apart, designated as 
‘‘ Sailors’ Sunday ” (Fourth after the Epiphany very appropriate), on which 
day, if none other is more convenient to Rector, an offering be made in each 
parish for this Mission to seamen and boatmen.

_ The report of St. Stephen’s College was presented and was read 
by the Secretary : 


Weport 


OF ST. STEPHEN’S COLLEGE. 


The Warden of St. Stephen’s College begs to report to the Convention of 
the Diocese of New York that the Academic Year has just begun, and that 
there are eighty students in attendance—that of these seventy-five are study- 
ing with a view to holy orders. The number of applicants has this year been 
larger than in any previous year. Sixty have appiied for entrance ; of these 
only twenty-five could be received ; thirty-five were declined for the want of 
scholarships and the want of accommodations. Every room in the college 
buildings is occupied, and several are living in the neighborhood. Applica- 
tions have been made from all parts of the Church. Several bishops have 
desired to send lads from their dioceses. It probably shows that St. Stephen’s 
College is doing a work which is required by the Church. It can only do all 
that is required of it when the number of diets is increased and further 
accommodations are furnished.

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There were nine graduates the last Commencement, of whom eight have en- 
tered the General Theological Semiuary, making the number of those who 
were educated at St. Stephen’s, now in the Seminary, twenty.

That while they fully appreciate the importance of preventing hasty or in- 
adequately considered legislation on the part of the Convention of the Diocese, 
and they may add a muitiplication of Canons, and of references to the Commit- 
tee on Canons, they are not prepared to recommend the adoption of the pro- 
posed substitute, because, in their opinion, the existing Canon affords as much 
of a safeguard as is practicable. |

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upon is contained in the first of the two Resolutions which follow the preamble, 
and is in these words : 


Be it Resolved, That any Minister of a congregation in this Diocese, desiring to hold any © 
occasional service or services, provision for the order of which is not plainly ‘‘ set forth’’ in the 
Book of Common Prayer, must receive from the Ordinary of the Diocese, a written permission 
to that effect, together with an approval of the substance and form of such contemplated ser- 
vice, and also the Hymns and Anthems which may be used.

The Committee presumes that this Resolution was referred to them for the 
purpose of devolving upon them the duty of putting it into the*form of a 
Canon, or of recommendirg to the Convention its passage as a Canon, or the 
contrary. In this view of our duty. we respectfully report that in our opinion 
the import of this Resolution would require legislation beyond the power of 
this Convention. 

It is to be observed that the only ‘‘forms of Prayer and Thanksgiving for 
extraordinary occasions ” permitted under the Canons of the General Conven- 
tion are such as the Bishop is to compose and “ transmit to each clergyman 
within his Diocese,” and that it then becomes the ‘‘duty ” of each clergyman 
‘*to use such forms in the Church on such occasions.” From this it appears 
that the “ extraordinary occasions” must be such as are public in their charac- 
ter, of general interest and obligation within the Diocese, and proper to be dis- 
tinguished by such a special form of religious service as every congregation not 
only can, but must unite in rendering, if they do their duty. Under this limi- 
tation, the Bishop is sole judge, and is protected in the exercise of his judg- 
ment from those solicitations of individual clergymenin his Diocese, which 
would certainly sometimes, and might very often place him under a painful 
necessity. 

The Resolution before us contemplates the grant of a permission which in 
the opinion of this Committee, 1s, so far as the Bishop is at liberty under the 
Genera! Canon, already assured, and any authority or privilege beyond this, a 
Diccesan Convention has no power to bestow. —

The following amendment of Section 4, of Canon XVI.* was 
proposed by Mr. John A. Beall.

‘* Which Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese of 
New York, and as agents of this Convention, shall have the distribution of all 
funds which may have been heretofore or may be hereafter raised for the sup- 
port of Diocesan Missionaries outside of the City of New York.” 


The amendment was referred to the Committee on Canons, with . 
the request that they report to-morrow. | 

The Rev. C. F. Canedy, Secretary of the Archdeaconry of 
Westchester, gave notice that he would move in behalf of that 
Archdeaconry the following amendments to Canon XVI. :* 

Insert in See. 2 (III.), after the word ‘‘ meeting,” the words ‘‘ who shall 
hold office at the pleasure of the Bishop and”’. 


Insert in Sec. 2 (II.), after the words ‘‘ Diocesan Convention,” the words 
‘‘but the Lay Delegates of self-supporting parishes only shall be entitled to 
vote.”

The Report of the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund was read 
by Mr. Thomas P. Cummings. 


Report, 


The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York, report 
that the capital of the Fund in their hands is $115,496.83, having been in- 
creased during the past year by contributions from varions parishes, amounting 
to $91.75. Eighty-seven thousand nine hundred dollars is now invested in 
Bond and Mortgage upon approved city property. One thousand dollars isin a 
U.S. 4 per cent. bond, registered ; $27,500 is on deposit with the United States 
Trust Company at two and three per cent., and $96.83 is in bank. 

The death of Bishop Horatio Potter leaves the Episcopal residence at the 
disposal of the Trustees, 

The Trustees, understanding that Bishop H. C, Potter does not desire to oc- 
cupy the same, are of opinion that the Episcopal residence should be sold. 
They, therefore, ask the ifistruction of the Convention in that regard, and sug- 
gest for adoption the following Resolution : 


‘¢ Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New 
York are hereby empowered and directed to sell and dispose of the Episcopal 
residence, No. 38 East 22d Street, in the City of New York, for such price as

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they shall deem the fair value thereof, and upon such terms as to cash or 
mortgage as they shall deem best, and this Convention hereby directs the said 
Trustees to retain and invest the proceeds of said real estate with the general 
funds under their control until the further order of this Convention.” 


The salary of the Bishop of the Diocese has been paid through the Treasurer 
of the Special Committee having charge of that subject, the disbursement for 
the same appearing in the Income Account annexed.

The Trustees also report that the Amendments to the Charter of the Fund 
recommended by the Special Committee on enlarging the usefulness of this 
Fund, were enacted by the Legislature in January last. Immediately after the 
passage of the Amendments, the Trustees proceeded to organize under the 
amended charter. They then assumed the care of such of the beneficiaries of 
the ‘‘General Fund for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy- 
men” as belonged to this diocese. They also assumed the care of all the bene- 
ficiaries of the N. Y. Church Woman’s Association, in return for which, as is 
shown above, the said Association turned over to this Corporation all its assets» 
amounting to $2,400.00. They also assumed the payment of an Annuity to the 
widow of the Rev. C. T. Woodruff, in return for which the N. Y. P. E. City 
Mission Society transferred to this Corporation the sum of $3,651.99, which had 
been raised by it, and which was known as the ‘‘ Woodruff Memorial Fund.” 

The great success of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund is most encouraging 
to the Trustees. The large number of the applications and the great need of 
aid, shown by very many of them, are indicia of how great was the necessity 
for its establishment, The Trustees believe that there are many others who 
have not yet heard of this fund, and they hope to see its usefulness still further 
increased. It is manifest, however, that if it is to grow, as the Trustees hope 
it will, it must receive increased support from the Clergy of the Diocese. The 
Trustees regret that the collection taken up on last Thanksgiving Day (the first 
collection taken up for this fund), should have shown a considerable decrease 
from the collections of the preceding year, although received from a larger 
number of Churches. The Trustees regret that they cannot report so favorably 
with regard to the Insurance Fund. They have received no applications for 
aid from this fund. It may be that the plan is not yet fully understood by the 
Clergy. The Trustees propose when issuing the usual Thanksgiving notices 
this year, to distribute through the Diocese a pamphlet containing the regula- 
tions for making use of the Fund, and such other information as may make the 
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Clergy of the Diocese aware of the substantial benefits which will accrue to 
them from their hearty co-operation in carrying out the new plans. 
The number of beneficiaries of the Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund is seven. 
The number of beneficiaries of the Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund is twelve.

The special Committee appointed to consider how to increase the usefulness 
of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, respectfully reports to the Con- 
vention, as follows : s 

This Committee was continued by the last Convention, with instructions to 
secure from the Legislature of the State of New York the enactment of the 
amended Charter of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen, and with Instruc- 
tions also to distribute throughout the Diocese such of its reports and other in- 
formation as would attract the attention of the Clergy to this Fund. 

The Amendments to the Charter of this Fund were presented to the Legis- 
lature by this Committee, and were enacted, by Chapter 15 of the Laws of 
1887, passed February 16th, 1887. The pamphlet, the issue of which was 
ordered by the last Convention, is in course of preparation by the Trustees of 
this Fund, and will be distributed by them throughout the Diocese at the 
coming Thanksgiving Day. 

The work of this Committee has been accomplished, and the Committee 
respectfully requests that it may be discharged.

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FOURTH ANNUAL ADDRESS.* 


At the close of the Address the Secretary presented the Report 
of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of the acts performed by 
them while acting as the Hcclesiastical Authority of the Diocese 
in the Bishop’s absence. + 


The Bishop of the Diocese presented to the Convention and 
placed in the hands of the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Hstate 
and Property of the Diocesan Convention the Deed by which Miss 
Catharine Lorillard Wolfe conveyed to the Diocese the property 
known as No. 29, Lafayette Place, for use as a Diocesan House. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Richey, the Trustees of the Estate and 
Property of the Diocesan Convention were instructed to accept the 
Deed of the Property known as No. 29, Lafayette Place, and to pre- 
pare a Resolution embodying asuitable acknowledgment. 


The Order of the Day, being the Report of the Committee on 
Canons recommending the adoption of the proposed Canon, *‘ Of the 
Establishment of New Places of Public Worship,” was called for, and 
in accordance with the recommendation of the Committee the fol- 
lowing Canon was passed unanimously. 


Canon —. 
OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW PLACES OF PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new parish shall be 
formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new congregation be gath- 
ered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, Chapel, or Congregation be 
changed, without the written consent of the Bishop of the Diocese and the 
formal approval of the Standing Committee. But such action of the Standing - 
Committee shall not be taken until previous notice has been given to the Rec- 
tors and Vestries of the three Churches or Congregations whose places of public 
worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the new place of worship, and 
until at least one month has been allowed such Rectors and Vestries to present 
any objections they may have. ie a 

In places where the Church is not established, the written consent of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice and consent of the Stand- 
ing Committee, shall be sufficient for the formation of a new parish.

Resolved, That the Canon thus adopted be numbered Canon XII. and that, 
succeeding Canons be numbered accordingly. 


The Rev. Dr. Richey, in accordance with notice given yesterday, 
moved the adoption as a Canon of the following Resolution : 


Resolved, That any Minister of a congregation in this Diocese, desiring to 
hold any occasional service or services provision for the order of which is not 
plainly ‘‘ set forth” in the Book of Common Prayer, must receive from the 
Ordinary of the Diocese a written permission to that effect, together with an 
approval of the substance and form of such contemplated service, and also the 
Hymns or Anthems which may be used. 


The point of order was raised by the Rev. Dr. Beach that no 
Canon could be considered in Convention until it had been referred 
to a Committee, except by unanimous consent. 


The Rey. Dr. Seabury offered a Resolution that unanimous con- 
sent be given to the consideration of the Canon proposed by the Rev. 
Dr. Richey, but, as objection was made, the motion was lost. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Seabury the Canon proposed by the 
Rey. Dr. Richey was referred to a Committee of two Clergymen and 
two Laymen with instructions to report as soon as possible. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee the Rev. Dr. Mulchahey> 
the Rev. Dr. Rainsford, Hon. Delano C. Calvin, and Mr. David 
Clarkson. 


The hour having arrived for the consideration of the Report of the 
Committee of Conference with like Committees of the other Dioceses 
of the State, the Hon, Delano C. Calvin offered the following Reso- 
lution : 


Resolved, That the Committee appointed to confer with like Committees of 
the other Dioceses of this State upon the proposed Amendment to the Laws in- 
corporating Religious Societies, so far as they relate to the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church, be continued with instructions to submit the question again to 
such Joint Committees for further consideration.

Be it Resolved, That any Minister of a congregation in this Diocese, desiring 
to hold any occasional service or services, provision for the order of which is 
not plainly ‘‘ set forth” in the Book of Common Prayer, must receive from the 
Ordinary of the Diocese, a written permission to that effect, together with an 
approval of the substance and form of such contemplated service, and also the 
Hymns or Anthems which may be used.

On motion of the Rev. Clarence Buel, it was resolved to proceed 
with the election of Trustees of the General Theological Seminary. 


A ballot being required, the Rev. C. B. Smith, D.D., and the 
Rey. A. J. Derbyshire were appointed Teilers of the Clerical Vote, 
and the Rev. A. T. Ashton and Mr. Charles H. Kitchel were ap- 
pointed Tellers of the Lay Vote. 


The Rev. Dr. Satterlee offered the following Resolution, which 
was adopted : 


Resolved, That the Treasurer be instructed to pay the expenses of the Cleri- 
cal and Lay Deputies to the late General Convention, and to future General - 
Conventions. 


The Rev. Clarence Buel presented the following Report: 


Weport 


OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE ALBANY COMPROMISE. 


The Committee on the Albany Claim and Compromise report, for the year 
now ending, an unsatisfactory result, as follows: 


From St. John’s Church, Barrytown, full amount........ $38 00 
‘* St. James’s, Goshen, by Dr. Maury... J... 0s caus 38 67 


From St. Esprit, New York City, a pledge of full amount assessed on said 
parish. 


These are the only returns made to the Treasurer. Two years still remain 
during which the Compromise may be discharged. If, at the eud of this 
period, it is not discharged, the amount pledged will be forfeited and the 
claim virtually repudiated. In the death of the Hon. Erastus Brooks the Com- 
mittee lose a genial and cherished associate, whose courtly manners and prac- 
tical wisdom added much to the pleasure and value of their consultations.

Resolved, (1) That the Committee on the Claim of the Albany Diocese be con- 
tinued, with authority to employ a special agent to present said claim in those 
par’shes of the Diocese which have not already responded favorably ; and that. 
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such parishes be urgently requested to act upon the same within the ensuing 
year. 
Resolved, (2) That a sum, not to exceed five hundred dollars, be appropri- 
ated for the compensation of such special agent as may be appointed. 
Resolved, (3) That such Committee be authorized and requested to take such 
further action as they may deem advisable to procure from parishes or individ- 
uals contributions toward the settlement of such claim, 


Resolved, (4) That the Bishop be and is requested to appoint members of 
said Committee to fill vacancies in the same. 


Mr. Thos. P. Cummings offered the following as a substitute : 


Whereas, It is evident that a feeling exists in the Diocese of ‘‘ Albany,” and 
which is shared to some extent by members of ‘‘ New York,” that fair 
and exact justice was not meted out to ‘‘ Albany ” at time of separation, in re- 
gard to the ‘‘ accumulating portion ’’ of the ‘‘ Episcopal Fund ;” and, 


Whereas, It appears, by reference to Journal of Convention of 1867, page 
75, ‘* Report of Committee to obtain the views of the parishes in the territory 
of ‘‘ Albany” as to division; that, ‘* Not one-half of the parishes expressed 
themselves as in favor of the proposed new Diocese ;” and, 


Whereas, It appears, from same report, that among the questions pro 
pounded by the Committee, not a word is said of giving up any claim to the 
« Episcopal Fund ;” and, 


Whereas, It appears, from the ‘‘ Act of Incorporation” of the ‘‘ Episcopal 
Fund,” and the Canon in reference thereto, that ‘‘ neither the Trustees nor the 
Convention have the power of alienating any portion of accumulated principal ” 
from the object for which it was accumulated ; and, 


Whereas, The parishes comprising the Diocese of Albany had made contri- 
butions, during twenty-eight years, to the ‘‘ Accumulating Fund,” without any 
benefit therefrom, and which fund was to provide Episcopal supervision in the 
future for themselves, as well as for the other portions of the Mother Diocese ; 
and, 


Whereas, It appears, by ‘‘a paper” submitted to the Convention in 1863, 
by the Hon. Murray Hoffman, in reference to the fund of the Diocese, that a 
right was virtually acknowledged to a claim upon the ‘‘ Episcopal Fund ” over 
the sum of pinety thousand dollars ‘‘ which had been pledged to support of the 
Episcopate in the Diocese of which City of New York shall form a part; ” 
and, 


Whereas, It appears, by ‘‘ Report of Committee of fifteen” to Convention 
1867, Rev. Dr. Haight, Chairman, quoting from paper of Hon. Murray Hoff- 
man, a fair claim was also virtually acknowledged, and which might be paid 
from the ‘‘ Episcopal Fund,” over the ninety thousand dollars, by amendment 
to Act of Incorporation; and, 


Whereas, At time of division, in 1868, there was in the ‘‘ Fund” an 
amount over the sum of ninety thousand dollars, sufficient to meet the fair 
claim of ‘‘ Albany ” for her payments into the ‘‘ Accumulating Fund;” and, 
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Whereas, By action of the Legislature, made a few years since, the ob- 
stacles existing in 1863, and at the time of the report of Committee of fifteen in 
1867, have been removed ; therefore, 


Resolved, That the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be empowered and di- 
rected to ascertain the equitable portion of the ‘‘ Accumulating Fund,” to 
which the Diocese of Albany was entitled at the time of division in 1868, and 
pay the same to the proper authority, with interest at rate of five per cent. per 
annum from that time to date of payment; or so much thereof as may be re- 
quired to complete the amount needed by ‘“‘ Special Committee on the Albany 
Claim.” 

Resolved, That the ‘‘ Trustees of the Episcopal Fund” be authorized in 
connection with, or under direction of, the ‘‘ Committee on the Albany Claim,” 
to make an assessment on the Parishes (that have not paid or made provision 
for the amount set against them in the Albany matter) to meet the money ad- 
vanced from the ‘‘ Episcopal Fund,”’ provided the assessment shall not exceed 
two per cent. per annum on the salary of the Rector, and not in the aggregate 
more than ten per cent. for whole period of the assessment. 


On motion of the Rev. E. A. Hoffman, D.D., the proposed sub- 
stitute was laid on the table. The Resolutions offered by the Rev. 
Mr. Buel were then adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. Shackelford offered the following Resolutions : 


Resolved, 1. That the Committee on the Incorporation and Admission of 
Parishes be requested to consider and report to the next Convention the pro- 
priety of enacting a Canon which shall forbid the admission of any Parish into 
union with this Convention until it has provided a salary of at least $1,000, in- 
clusive of a rectory, for the support of its Rector ; 

Resolved, 2. That all funds contributed at Missionary Stations shall be paid 
directly into the Missionary Fund of the Diocese, in order that the Missionary 
appointed by the Bishop to officiate at that station may receive his entire salary 
solely from the authorities of the Diocese. 


On motion, the first Resolution was adopted and the second was 
_ referred to the Committee on Amendments to Canon XVI.* 

Prof. Henry Drisler offered the following Resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Minute of the Standing Committee expressing their 
sense of the character and services of the late venerated Bishop of the Diocese 


be and hereby is adopted by this Convention and directed to be entered in the 
Journal of the Convention as part of its record. 


On motion of the Rev. Henry Bedinger, the following Resolution 
was adopted : 


fesolved, That this Convention expresses its gratitude for the Declaration 
issued by the Bishops of this Church at their late meeting in Chicago on the

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subject of Christian Unity, and recognizes with hope and thankfulness the 
general expressions of interest which this Declaration has called forth from 
other Christian Communions. 


The Rey. M. Van Rensselaer, D.D., as Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on the General Theological Seminary, presented the follow- 
ing report : 

To the Convention of the Diocese of New York: 

The Standing Committee on the General Theological Seminary respectfully 
reports : 

That the regular work of the Seminary has been prosecuted. since the last 
Convention, with its usual ability and success. The number of students in 
attendance was ninety-eight, of whom twenty-six were graduated at the last 
Commencement. Thirty-eight have just entered. 

The Committee begs leave to call the attention of the Convention to the 
admirable plans for the new buildings of the Seminary, so auspiciously begun 
and successfully advanced. They regard the wisdom, perseverance, and liber- 
ality shown in them as a token of the same qualities in developing its intellect- 
ual. moral, and spiritual work. The patience which has been required and exer- 
cised in bringing the material fabric to its present stage, suggests the need of 
the same virtue in judging of the progress in the other sphere, especially when 
the great and substantial advance in methods and results is recognized. 

Your Committee reports with gratitude the evidence of the revival of the 
early interest in the Seminary which is shown by the munificent gifts of late 
bestowed on it. They serve a double purpose—they have supplied great and 
pressing needs, and they have brought into prominence other needs, which 
stimulate to the imitation of their bounty. Among these is the inability of the 
Library to keep pace with current publications in Theology, which are needed 
for the full equipment of a Divinity School. In the words of the Dean, ‘‘ The 
insignificant income of $860 a year is all that the Seminary has with which to 
provide for the purchase of new books and to meet the current expenses of the 
Library. We ought to have at least $5,000 a year for this purpose. Why 
should not each of our City Churches provide a fund to fill an alcove with val- 
uable books? and why should not each alumuus who is in charge of a Parish 
remember his Alma Mater by an annual collection to be expended on the Li- 
brary ?” 

Three of the professorships are unendowed, while none has an adequate en- 
dowment,. and more instructors should be provided. We again quote from the 
report of the Dean in 1886: ‘‘ Nowhere else can money paid into the Lord’s 
treasury be so certain to produce abundant results. Within its walls are to be 
trained those who will carry the glad tidings of the Gospel to weary-laden souls 
long after we are sleeping in the dust. From it will go forth those who are 
divinely commissioned to bear the message of mercy and peace to our children 
and our children’s children, and be the leaders in the great host which is to evan- 
gelize the teeming masses of this western world.” Words like these, fortified 
as they. are by unstinted bounty and generosity, appeal to every ‘‘ liberal 
soul.” 

Your Committee note with pleasure the action which has been taken by the 
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Trustees to establish a Retiring Fund for superannuated Professors. They 
respectfully commend it to the Convention as a subject of the greatest impor- 
tance, which should attract the earnest attention and draw out the bountiful 
gifts of our people. 

The rapid progress of the new chapel is a subject for congratulation and 
thanksgiving. The Seminary has always needed it for the full supply of the. 
grace and power which can alone unify its work of training, and make it com- 
plete and finished. Not only the Seminary, but the Diocese and the Church at 
large, owe a debt of gratitude to the devout and generous benefactress. who has 
reared so beautiful and touching a memorial of that sacred bund which is the 
Divine type of the union of Christ and His Church. 

It is not inappropriate in this connection for your Committee to express its 
gratification that the Bishop of the Diocese has been enabled to hold a retreat 
of two days with the students at theirown request. Nothing more important, 
in its. judgment, has occurred in the life of the Seminary, because it directly 
touched the spiritual life of those who are to be guides to others in the deep 
mysteries and saving power of ‘‘ the life of God in the soul of man.” As the 
Dean has most forcibly stated it : ‘‘ In addition to, and far above the education of 
the library and the lecture-room, there is a spiritual preparation needed for the 
Priests of the Church, and which alone can give them, in the judgment of those 
over whom they shall be set to teach, a moral, as well as an intellectual and 
official, right to be heard. From lack of this spiritual power, which comes 
from the preparation of his own spirit, many a man’s ministry has been ren- 
dered lifeless and barren of results ; but with it, as Gibbon unwillingly admits, 
the clergy of the early Church secured the success of the Gospel; and to it the 
conquest of the world will alone be given.” 

All which is respectfully submitted.

Weport 


OF THE SOCIETY FOR PROMOTING RELIGION AND LEARNING IN 
THE STATE OF NEW YORK. 


The Superintendent of the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in 
the State of New York, as the Canonical Agent of the Diocese for distributing 
all funds for Theological Education, would most respectfully report— 


That during the past Conventional year the following sums have been con- 
tributed for the purposes of the Society within the Diocese of New York :

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This sum may be increased during the present session of the Convention. 

This sum of $386.04 has been expended in aid of students belonging to the 
Diocese of New York, who are pursuing their studies with a view to the Sacred 
Ministry in the General Theological Seminary, and other Incorporated Institu- 
tions of the State. It has been a welcome addition to the income of the Society, 
which is becoming more and more inadequate for this specific purpose, as other 
objects mentioned in its Charter are claiming more and more of its attention and 
making. larger demands upon its Treasury. It isa practical and most important 
service which the Society is rendering to the Church. The alarming fact is 
brought to our notice from time to time that the number of Candidates for Holy 
Orders is steadily diminishing, and in a large and growing Church it is difficult 
to see how the Ministry is to be recruited, even at the present rate of increase, 
unless aid continues to be given to Candidates for Holy Orders in their work of 
preparation. Why this aid should be more indispensable to Students in Divin- 
ity than to Students in other Professional Schools is partly because so large a 
proportion of them are sons of Clergymen, who can do but little in the way of 
their support, so that they would be compelled to enter upon some active busi- 
ness immediately remunerative, were they not saved to the Ministry by the timely 
assistance which this Society and other kindred societies are able to afford them, 
The purchase of the necessary books for Theological study is itself a heavy 
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burden upon the resources of the student. To be well equipped in this respect 
involves a considerable expenditure ; and it is often the case that the student 
contents himself with inferior books, or perhaps goes without them altogether; 
and it is the rule rather than the exception, that, if he has been able to pur- 
chase them he sells them upon completing his course, in order to meet his cur- 
rent expenses, instead of keeping them for use in the country Parish, where 
access to libraries is impossible. This single fact, among others that might be 
mentioned, illustrates the importance of adopting a more liberal policy in dealing 
with this question of Theological Education. And yet the scholarships granted 
by the Society are diminishing in number and amount, and as a consequence 
young men are deterred from offering themselves for the work of the Ministry, 
or, if they make the Venture of Faith, pursue their course embarra-sed by dif- 
ficulties and anxieties which hinder them in their work, and from which they 
ought to be relieved. Will it be believed that eighteen years ago the sum of 
$22,000 was appropriated by the Society to students in various Institutions of 
Learning, as against less than $14,000 appropriated the past Conventional year; 
and that the sum of $1,500 was received eighteen years ago from the Parishes 
of the Diocese as against the $386 which have just been reported by the Super- 
intendent ? 

The Superintendent would mention three facts for the better information of 
the Convention : 

That the aid which is received by the students of the General Theological 
Seminary is restricted to the payment of one or two of the most necessary ex- 
penses of life ; 

That the three most important Education Societies of the Church are now 
in communication with each other with a view to the greater efficiency of their 
work, and the better to guard against any misappropriation of their funds ; 


And that all the scholars of the Society are under an implied engagement 
to render some specific service to their respective Diocesans when they enter 
upen their Diaconate, in recognition of the aid which they have received.

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ADDRESS 


To tHE ONE HUNDRED AND FourtuH CoNVENTION OF THE DIO- 
CESE OF New York, 1887. 


BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


In complying with that canonical provision which makes it my 
duty to submit to you this Annual Report, there is one communi- 
cation which must needs take precedence of any other. This is the 
first occasion on which the clergy and laity of the Diocese have 
been convened since the death of its Bishop ; and in making official 
announcement cf a fact already known to you, I may not, while 
restrained by considerations of kinship from the language of ex- 
tended eulogy, refrain from putting upon record here our common 
sense of the loss which this Diocese and the whole Church have 
sustained. The gifts, the character, and the services of the Sixth 
Bishop of New York have been portrayed by loving and eloquent 
hands, both in our own Diocese and beyond it; and those who knew 
him long and intimately have told you, in terms whose tender de- 
votion lent a special charm to that which they wrote, what this 
Diocese owes to the Bishop and father who served it with such un- 
wearied assiduity for more than thirty years. 

There is one aspect of his Episcopate of which I may make 
mention here, because it has thus far been but passingly alluded to, 
and which, nevertheless, lies at the basis of any intelligent estimate 
of its quality and influence. We, who sit here this morning, are a 
long way removed, as time goes in this rapid age, from the scenes 
and circumstances which made the environment of the late Bishop 
of New York, when he was first chosen to his office. Of the clergy 
who nearly forty years ago sat in the Convention that elected him, 
only some sixteen have seats in this body to-day. ‘They could tell 
you, as I cannot, the trying conditions under which our departed 
Diocesan became Provisional Bishop of New York, and the embar- 
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rassments amid which he had to prosecute his work. There afte 
some pages of Church history which it can profit little to turn, and 
I shall not undertake to turn them here. But they would, if they 
were re-read to-day, go far to vindicate the wisdom and meekness of 
an Episcopate, whose habitual reserve was one of its largest elements 
of strength, and whose often misjudged patience and forbearance 
were based, I believe, upon a sounder conception of the Church as. 
a Church, and not a sect, than many of its critics could either in- 
telligently understand, or adequitely appreciate. That finest quality 
in character, the triumph of principle over temperament, this, it. 
seems to me, was the crowning grace of the late Bishop of this. 
Diocese. His tastes and sympathies were neither very effusive nor 
very comprehensive. He had likes and dislikes, and he was not 
always able to conceal them; but he was indulgent when he could 
not admire, and forbearing where he strongly disapproved; and 
when we come to rear his monument in our Metropolitan Cathedral, 
I think it may rightly bear that inscription which a Bishop might 
well desire above almost any other to have graven above his resting 
place: “He was a just man.” May God give to those who come 
after him grace to cherish his memory and imitate his virtues! 

Besides the late Bishop of New York, four other conspicuous 
figures have disappeared from the House of Bishops, all but the 
youngest of whom in years and in order of consecration had sat in 
it for more than a quarter of a century. | 

The Bishop of Delaware was, at the time of his death, our Pre- 
siding Bishop, and adorned a station in which he had had eminent 
predecessors by a wisdom of administration, a humility, gentleness, 
and unswerving devotion to duty, which made him alike beloved - 
and respected by all who knew him. A scholar of solid and various * 
attainments, a preacher of the truth as he held it, in love and fear- 
lessness, a Christian gentleman singularly untouched by the coarser 
and more sordid airs of the age in which he lived, his rule was a 
blessing and an honor to the whole Church, and his memory one of 
its choicest heritages. 

Of a very different type was his associate, the late Bishop of 
Mississippi, whose winning presence and paternal spirit endeared 
him to all his flock. Very few of us, I imagine, read the letter 
which he wrote to the late Bishop of Pennsylvania, on the occasion 
of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the latter’s consecration, without 
moistened eyelids. Jt was an exhibition of unselfish modesty and 
self-effacement which -were as rare as they were beautiful, and it was 
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an index to the character of him who wrote it, at once most truthful 
and engaging. Bishop Green was indeed a“ pattern of good works,” 
and his Episcopate will live as a veritable Jmitatio Christi. 

The Bishop of Pennsylvania will be widely missed, and desery- 
edly. His varied culture, his eloquence as a preacher, his prudence, 
patience, and indefatigable industry, made him a leading figure in 
the Church, and an honored chief pastor in his own Diocese. His 
interest in Foreign Missions, and his intimate personal acquaintance 
with a very important part of our Foreign Missionary field, fitted 
him to bea guide alike in the Church’s Missionary and legislative 
councils, and a powerful advocate for the Church’s Missionary work. 
And all this was kindred to that which was pre-eminently the en- 
thusiasm of his life—an enthusiasm best expressed in the words 
which were oftenest the theme of his preaching: ‘‘I determined to 
know nothing among you, save Jesus Christ, and Him crucified.” 
May something of the mantle of these departed Elijahs descend 
upon those who have been called to the difficult task of succeeding 
them! 

Another has gone, whose comparative youth and unquenchable 
ardor make it hard indeed to associate with him the thought that 
he is already at rest, It is a rest, however, which was richly 
earned, and which has left behind it inspiring memories of brave 
and heroic service. Bishop Elliott was called by the Church to a 
field of singular hardship and of discouraging isolation. He occu- 
pied it under conditions which made it frequently necessary for him 
to be the servant in his own household, to cook the food for his fam- 
ily, and to perform sometimes the most menial offices. But he 
never referred to this otherwise than playfully, and, what was more 
to the point, he could never be induced to surrender his charge by 
any solicitations, however tempting. Again and again overtures 
were made to him from conspicuous dioceses in the East, but neither 
to such propositions nor to those of ‘his brethren of the House of Bish- 
ops, that he should consent to translation to a less laborious jurisdic- 
tion, would he listen. ‘‘ Dead on the field of honor,” like that 
_ knightly soldier of Auvergne, might, almost with literal truthfulness, ~ 
be answered at roll-call on his behalf. He went away, indeed, once 
and again in search of health, but his heart was with his flock, and 
his thoughts engrossed in his work. And to-day, though he rests 
from his labors, his works follow him. Cut off while still com- 
paratively a young man, with the large and far-seeing plans which 
he had sketched out but little more than begun, his memory will 
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be an enduring power wherever he was known. His singular 
grace and charm of person and bearing, his ringing voice and 
kindling eloquence, his scorn of all things base and ignoble, his 
lofty consecration to the Master whose call he owned and obeyed, 
—~all these will live as an image of beauty and nobleness, to adorn 
the pages of Christian history, and to provoke in kindred souls’a 
noble emulation. a 

In our own Diocese, death has been less busy, I rejoice to say,, 
than in previous years. Dr, Howland has gone, after a long period 
of previous infirmity, leaving behind him the memory of his faithful 
work in earlier years, on the West Side, in connection with the 
founding of the Church of the Holy Apostles, and his later struggles. 
and sacrifices in connection with the building of the Church of the 
Heavenly Rest. His brethren will gratefully remember his kindly 
welcome and cordial hospitality, and his ready willingness to bear 
his part in every good word and work. 

Another city Rector whom we have iost is the Reverend J. 
Bloomfield Wetherill, who as priest in charge of St. Ambrose 
Church, could have dispelled a good many illusions in many minds 
as to the privileges of a city rectorship. His was, certainly, a posi- 
tion of many self-denials, of incessant ministrations, and (pecun- 
iarily speaking) of almost absolutely uncompensated labor. But it 
was none the less devoted, assiduous, enthusiastic to the erd, and 
the old schoolfellow with whom I parted, when I saw him last, 
seemed to me as young, and ardent, and undiscouraged then, as 
when we were lads together. He has set us all an example of love 
for the Church and her great Head. 

The Rey. Curtiss T. Woodruff, was, at the time of his death, as 
he had been for many years before, the Secretary and General Agent 
of our City Missions. It will be a new sensation to many of us to 
complete our Annual Convention without hearing the sound of his 
incisive and penetrating voice, ashe was wont to read his Annual 
Reports; and I hope some of us will be touched with something of 
regret, if not of remorse, as we remember how, not quite patiently 
or attentively, we were sometimes wont to listen tothem. They will 
not interrupt us any more, and the eager, vital personality which was 
so large a part of them is at rest, at length, from cares and worries 
which he bore with singular cheerfulness and courage, and with last- 
ing benefit to the Church. Mr. Woodruff believed more strongly 
than some of us have come to do, in the value of institutional 
charity, and his, views as to the Missionary work of the Church ina 
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great city had come, not unnaturally, to be colored by his institu- 
tional environment ;: but whatever he did, and wherever he went, 
his was an example of fervid and persistent devotion to his work, 
which we, his brethren, might wisely imitate. Few men were more 
welcome in the pulpits of this city, in connection with the difficult 
and distasteful task of preaching a ‘‘ begging-sermon,” and to his: 
vigorous and effective advocacy our City Missions owe a large and 
lasting debt. 

Our City Mission work has also lost by death the Rev. Jerome 
Bonaparte Morse, who, coming to us from another Communion, 
brought with him many excellent gifts. Mr. Morse was exception- 
ally adapted, by training and sympathy, for the work which he did 
in the prison and alms-house, and his hearty interest in his discour- 
aging field gave me a new sense of its importance whenever I visited 
it. He had the gift of cheerfulness, and he could touch tenderly 
and speak hopefully to those whom he found scarred and despond- 
ing in these homes of the hopeless. The Church in this Diocese 
may well gratefully cherish the memory of his Ministry. 

Among others, of the faithful Juity, who have been taken from 
us by death, I may mention Mr. Nicholas Palmer, Mr. Stephen C., 
Williams, and especially, the Honorable Erastus Brooks, whose long 
and valued services as a member of this body, no less than his 
devotion to the interests of the Church and to humanity, your 
action in this place yesterday so appropriately recognized. Besides 
these, though it may be a departure from what has been customary 
here, I think it cannot be unfitting if I deplore our loss in the death 
of Sister Agnes, of the Sisterhood of St. Mary, and Superior of St. 
Mary’s School in this city, who ceased a life of devotion to her Lord 
in works of mercy and charity, in May last, and who has left behind 
her the enduring inflnence of a pure and consecrated character, 
wholly given to the blessed ministry in which she was engaged. 
Others who knew her more intimately than I, can tell of her rare 
gifts and singularly vigorous and engaging personal characteristics ; 
and the story of her influence over the young is recorded in the 
hearts of many whom she taught and led, and who will long cherish 
the memory of her virtues, and thank God for her good example. 

Another has lately gone from us who had been, from its organi- 
zation, the Head of the Sisterhood of the Good Shepherd, and whose 
work, in connection with St. Barnabas’ House and Mission, will be 
gratefully and affectionately remembered. Sister Ellen had been 
trained by Bishop Doane, of New Jersey, in St. Mary’s Hall, and to 
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the last she showed the influence of her training. Her energy, de- 
cision, and ever-steadfast faith were at once an example and a rebuke, 
and the poor to whom she has ministered, the little children whom 
she gathered about her, the clergy and laity who were in one way 
and another her associates and fellow-helpers, all alike learned to 
love and honor her for a fidelity that would not rest, and a love 
and trust that could not be exhausted. May God give us, for His 
service among the poor of this great city, others who may be like- 
minded ! : 

Yet another has departed since our last Convention, not a mem- 
ber of any sisterhood, and one who sought as far as practicable to 
evade the publicity which, almost inevitably, her life of beneficence 
entailed upon her. But, if I were to omit to speak of Miss Catha- 
rine Lorillard Wolfe, it would be, if no more, to forget the hospital- 
ity which only last evening we enjoyed, and to devise and complete 
which was almost the last act of her life; a life largely given to 
Church work, all over the land, and which, had it been spared to us 
a little longer, would at least have laid the foundation of thenoblest 
undertaking of all. Such an example of conscientious and pains- 
taking stewardship is too rare to be lightly forgotten, and one who 
has lost a friend and fellow-worker whose services to the Church 
and humanity can never be fully told, would at least lay this simple 
wreath upon that new-made grave, and bless God for her who is at 
rest there. | 

Besides our losses by death, the Diocese has suffered more than 
usually from those predatory instincts which our sister Dioceses so 
indiscriminately illustrate, and which have cost us some of our most 
valued clergy. You have already missed from his accustomed place 
our late Secretary, Dr. Lobdell, who has been taken from us by 
Western New York, and of whose efficient services in this body, as 
well as in St. Andrew’s, Harlem, I desire here to make grateful and 
affectionate mention. His neighbor, Dr. Randolph H. McKim, the 
founder of our Diocesan Church Temperance Society, has been called 
to Trinity Church, New Orleans; the Reverend James Houghton, 
of St. John’s, Yonkers, and the Reverend W. F. Watkins, D.D., 
Rector of the Church of the Holy Trinity, in this city, to parishes 
in the Diocese of Pennsylvania, and the Reverend Joseph H. John- 
son, of St. Peter’s Church, Westchester, to Detroit. These are only 
the more conspicuous of our losses. Priests and Deacons have been 
called away to Georgia, Wisconsin, New Jersey, and other Dioceses, 
and two of the former and one of the Jatter to Missionary work in 
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foreign lands. Icannot pretend that Ido not begrudge these losses. 
They are, some of them, simply irreparable, and I only hope that 
those to whom these brethren have gone will appreciate the fact that 
we have given them of our best. 
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I have.laid the following corner-stones : 

On Easter Monday, April 10th, on the grounds of Bellevue Hos- 
pital, New York City, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Satterlee, and others 
of the clergy and laity, I laid the corner-stone of a Surgical Hos- 
pital for women, the thank-offering of a member of Calvary Church, 
New York, who has thus wisely and most appropriately testified her 
gratitude to God for personal mercies during a period of critical ill- 
ness. ‘This practical and costly evidence of a disposition to enlarge 
the usefulness of our Public Institutions of Charity by the individ- 
ual gifts of Church people is something for which every friend of 
suffering humanity may well be thankful. ‘Too largely these insti- 
tutions are outside of our thought and interest, and I hail this gift 
as a token of a worthier recognition of our responsibility in regard 
to them. They are pre-eminently in danger of the evils of mechan- 
ical beneficence, and anything that brings them into touch with the 
better life of Christian people is devoutly to be longed for. 

On Wednesday, June 1, I took part in the ceremonies incident 
to the laying of the corner stone, by the Bishop of Massachusetts, of 
Jarvis Hall, on the grounds of the General Theological Seminary, 
a stately and beautiful structure, the gift of a generous Churchman: 
of the Diocese of Long Island, which is now rapidly progressing 
toward completion. Thus has one more been added to the noble 
group of buildings which, under the present Dean, has sprung into 


existence, transforming the grounds of the Seminary, and making it 
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one of the most impressive and picturesque collections of educational 
and ecclesiastical edifices in America. 

On theafternoon of the Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity, Septem- 
ber 25th, I laid the corner stone of the new house of worship to be 
erected for Christ Church, Poughkeepsie, at a cost of some $70,000. 
The site chosen is at once convenient and commanding, and the én- 
thusiasm with which the work has been undertaken is a very grati- 
fying evidence of the hearty appreciation existing among the people 
of this venerable parish for the faithful and able labors of its Rector, 
the Archdeacon of Duchess. The Church is to be built of stone, 
and from designs of marked beauty and dignity. 

There have been services of consecration or dedication as follows : 

November 18, 1886, the Bishop of Kentucky, acting at my re- 
quest, consecrated the chancel of Christ Church, Tarrytown, where 
a very substantial and tasteful addition has been made to the edifice 
in happy congruity with the existing fabric. 

On the 27th of April, at Pelham, I dedicated the Memorial 
Chapel, a substantial stone structure erected in commemoration of 
a member of Christ Church, Pelham, and known as the ‘‘ Annette 
Bolton Memorial Chapel.’”? A valuable addition has thus been made 
to the working capabilities of the parish, and its faithful Rector will, 
J hope, find it the centre of enlarged parochial activities, 

On May 16th, I dedicated the Parish House, erected during the 
past year on the grounds of Christ Church, Red Hook, when there 
was given to the service of the Church a building singularly well 
adapted to the various requirements of a rural parish, thoroughly 
furnished and appointed for Church work. 

On the 14th of June, being favored with the presence of neigh- 
boring clergy and laity, I consecrated St. Mary’s Church, Beech- 
wood, a beautiful edifice of stone, the title to which has been wisely 
vested in the Trustees of the Estate and Property of the Diocese. 

On Thursday, July 28th, I consecrated the Church of the Holy 
Innocents, Highland Falls, and dedicated the Sunday-school and 
Parish House, which has been erected in connection with it. The 
Archdeacon of Orange has reason to be congratulated on these sub- 
stantial tokens of the success of his work, in which he has been sus- 
- tained by a generous munificence, of whose modest reserve I cannot 
refrain from making grateful mention. The greatly enlarged 
Church and the beautiful Sunday-school building are alike the gift 
of one person. 

During the past year I have conducted two Retreats, the first 
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for the students of the General Theological Seminary, at their own 
request, during the fourth week in Lent, at the Seminary ; and the 
second at St. Philip’s in the Highlands, during the latter half of 
the week preceding Trinity Sunday, for the candidates ordained at 
the Trinity Ordination. ‘These quiet days of Communion, Prayer, 
and Meditation were marked by great freedom of intercourse and 
frankness of expression, and I shall prize as among my most pre- 
cious things, the tokens which come to me in connection with them 
of awakened spiritual life and of cordial gratitude for the little that 
I was able to do for these younger brethren. May God have them 
and all who are looking to the solemn responsibilities of the Minis- 
try in His holy keeping! And that He may, may they find a place 
in our thoughts and prayers at once frequent and fervent. , I do not 
think that Church people in New York adequately appreciate the op- 
portunities which there are for the exercise of wholesome and inspir- 
ing influences upon the young men who, as students of the General 
Seminary, have their homes for three years among us. We say that 
the General Seminary is not a Diocesan Institution. True enough; but 
its seat is in New York, andI think that if our interest in it were 
always kindly and personal, rather than merely critical, we should 
find our account in the improved character and bearing of the men 
whom it graduates. ‘The education which these need is not alone 
that which comes from the somewhat cloistered life of a theological 
training-school, but also that other which they can best derive from 
contact with mature, devout, and cultivated minds, and in the prac- 
tical discipline of Church work under wise and experienced direc- 
tion. And such a training would be found, 1 am disposed to 
believe, quite as effectual as any other in correcting that crude con- 
ceit and that “passion born of prejudice” which are among the 
most effectual disqualifications of many a youthful ministry. 

It is proper that I should make mention here of my absence from 
the Diocese from November 6th until February 19th. On Thanks- 
giving Day in the former month I took part in the services of the 
Consecration of the Church of the Holy Trinity, Paris, erected by 
contributions from American Church people, of whom those from 
this Diocese have been foremost, and preached the sermon; and on 
the 4th of February, it being the One Hundredth Anniversary of 
the Consecration of the first Bishop of New York, I united with my 
brethren, the Bishop of North Carolina, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and other Bishops of the Church of England in a Service 
commemorative of that) event, and delivered an address. On the 
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same day, in Christ Church, Philadelphia, there was a similar com- 
memorative Service, under the conduct of the late venerated Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, in which a deputation from our own Standing 
Committee participated, presenting a communication from the 
President of the Committee, the Rev. Dr. Dix, which was read by 
the Rev. Professor Richey, and which will, I trust, be ordered to be 
appended to the Report of the Official Acts of the Standing Com- 
mittee during my absence from the Diocese, which immediately 
follows this address. 

I may add that during my absence I officiated by reading prayers, 
preaching, and celebrating the Holy Communion in Chapels and 
Churches of the Church of England, in France, Spain, Italy, North 
Africa and England, whenever opportunity offered. 

Returning to the work of the Diocese: 

The most important action of which I have to make record is 
that by which, in accordance with the provisions of Canon XVI. of 
this Diocese, the changes in the Missionary and general work of the 
Diocese, provided for in that Canon, have been consummated by the 
organization of the Archdeaconries of Duchess, Orange, Westchester 
and New York, and the nomination and election of 

The Rev. H. L. Ziegenfuss, as Archdeacon of Duchess. 

The Rev. W. R. Thomas, as Archdeacon of Orange. 

The Rev. Frederick B. Van Kleeck, as Archdeacon of West- 
chester, and 

The Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, as Archdeacon of New 
York. 

It is contemplated at an early day to complete the action called 
for in the Canon by the organization of the Archdeaconry of Rich- 
mond, and meantime I am able to state that the result of what has 
already been done has been full of encouragement and promise. It 
has wisely distributed responsibility ; it has more clearly defined 
obligations, and it has elicited a general and cordial co-operation 
on the part of the laity in our Missionary work, for which I 
desire here to express my sincere joy and gratitude. It is not im- 
probable that the Canon under which action has been thus far had 
is susceptible of further improvement ; but it will be well, I think, 
to test it by practical experience of its workings a little longer before 
any considerable changes are made in it. . 

Meantime I may not refrain from making mention here as giving 
evidence of that enlarged sympathy with the progress of the Church 
and her Missionary work, especially in the city, of the cordial 
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response which was given by the clergy and laity, by the press, and 
by public-spirited citizens in this and various parts of the country, 
to the letters which in May last I addressed to the Diocese and to 
‘the people of New York in regard to the erection of a Cathedral. 
Our initial difficulty in regard to this undertaking—that of finding 
and securing a suitable site—has been the greatest, but I am glad 
to be able to say that it is, I believe, favorably progressing toward a 
solution, and meantime I should be strangely insensible if I did not 
gratefully recognize the generous sympathy with which on every side 
and from widely different quarters the proposition has been received. 
During the past summer substantial evidence of this has come to 
me, of which Iam not at liberty here to speak more specifically ; 
but when I say that I have been asked to receive contributions from 
the working men of our own city, from citizens of states as widely 
removed from New York as California, and from individuals of almost 
every Christian fellowship (the noble pledge of one of whom, Mr. 
D. Willis James, of this city, certainly deserves mention here), I 
think you will agreé with me that while such a work may not, and 
let me savy here most explicitly must not, be allowed to interfere 
with our ordinary obligations to the Missionary work of the Diocese 
or the Church at large, it may well be urged forward with all possi- 
ble energy, and in a large, and patient, and generous spirit. I am 
myself no advocate in this matter of that “raw haste, half sister to 
delay,” by which too much good work is spoiled, and I shall be con- 
tent if we can worthily begin a work of which not many of 
us shall see the perfected completion; but that the time has 
come for us to arise and build, I think, unless all signs are to be 
read by contraries, you will agree with me. 

For, men and brethren, even among those who are least actively 
interested in the work of the Church of God in the world, there has 
awakened a conviction that, if she is to do that work worthily, she 
must plant and strive and build in a large way, and with a wide 
and lofty vision. ‘The enterprises of commerce and the arts dazzle 
us by their mere bulk. We are wont to explain this by saying that, 
though the ideas which inspire them are secular, they are large 
ideas, and demand large expression. Surely, then, the grandest ideas 
of all demand no inadequate clothing and form to translate them 
to the imaginations and affections of men. May God give us then 
the courage, in all our work for Him, which not only dreams such 
things, but achieves them! 

To do this, however, there is one indispensable prerequisite of 
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which it is my duty here to speak, and I may not unfitly do so in 
connection with that reference to our last General Convention 
which is customary at this time and from this place. “'The pro- 
ceedings there,” as another has lately remarked, “have furnished 
matter for extended comment in very many assemblages, pulpits, 
and newspapers, and, as I observe, in the addresses of some of my 
brethren in office. Seeing no occasion to expound or to criti- 
cise what was done, I do not intend to increase the volume of 
discussion much in either of those directions. A very profitable 
line of reflection turns to what was not done, because every Church- 
man is in his degree accountable for the common work of the 
future, 

‘‘ How far the results actually accomplished by such a body of 
men can be regarded as satisfactory, must depend largely on our 
idea or standard of what it is made and meant to accomplish. ‘Chat 
five hundred men, selected and appointed by a great religious con- 
stituency reaching throughout the United States—men picked and 
chosen for character, education, public spirit, and business capacity, 
representing nearly all the higher walks of life in civil office, in the 
learned professions, in commerce and enterprise, in letters and 
social standing, as well as in the Ministry, brought together and 
well organized, kept together nearly a month at a busy season of 
the year, and at a more or less costly sacrifice of other interests— 
ought to achieve something considerable for the glory of God and 
the benefit of mankind, must be beyond debate. 

‘* Admit that there are ways to this end indirect as well as direct, 
and that the carrying on of the movements and affairs of the Church 
as an organized Institution requires that a fair share of time and 
attention should be given in Convention to matters of administra- 
tion, of policy, or what may be called the ecclesiastical economy. 
The question then may become one of proportions in method, but 
not one of what is supreme in principle or primary in importance. 
When a thinking man ponders as before God the terrible problems 
which now confront the mind and conscience of this country, in 
such masses of moral corruption as we sce in every close population, 
in the cunning seductions and pernicious enormities of intemper- 
ance, lust, and robbery, in legalized crime, in vast conspiracies of 
disguised mischief, in guilty abuses of the press and perversions of 
art, in a one-sided and even debasing education, in selfish and bribed 
legislation, in prostituted trusts and commercial deceptions, in a 
deadly conflict of interests between labor and wealth, in fierce in- 
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subordination uttering open and advocated defiance of the law, in 
spoken and acted profanity, in false philosophy, in multiplied forms 
of disbelief which demand the very keenest discrimination, the most 
patient study and the most comprehensive judgment, in the wrangle 
of sects throughout a distracted Christendom—and then from all 
this turns to some of the wasteful debates in great Christian Coun- 
cils, there is certainly food for that thinking man’s thought. It 
seems not irrational to expect that at some time in the future what- 
ever is immaterial or insignificant in these proceedings will have 
to be displaced by what is momentous; that topics which lie very 
far from the central realities of the Faith and Charity and Right- 
eousness of Christ will be pushed vigorously aside by a determined 
and resolute majority; that the less will yield to the greater ; and 
that amidst trying temptations to speech there will be virtuous 
examples of the heroism of a self-commanded silence... How this is 
to brought about it would be too venturesome to predict. It may 
be aided by a reduction in the rate of representation. Something 
may be gained in more ways than one by lengthening the interval 
between the meetings to five or seven years, or by a division of 
territory into provinces. But it must come chiefly by changes of 
another and less mechanical sort; under spiritual conditions and 
the working of divine laws by which the Kingdom of God comes 
wherever it comes at all. May it not be possible that the spirit of 
grace and the counsels of holy leaders may yet so far prevail as to 
make way for measures and themes close to the very heart of Christ’s 
Gospel, and that too without any damage either to parliamentary 
order or to the process of legislation ?” * 

These are words which have a claim, I venture to think, upon 
our respectful consideration. If I were asked to name the one in- 
firmity which, more than almost any other, threatens the true life 
and work of the Church at this moment, I should say that it was 
the infirmity of a false perspective—an intellectual and spiritual 
incapacity to discriminate between what is large and what is small ; 
between what is primary and what is secondary; between what, in 
religion, is essential and what may wisely be dismissed as optional. 
To exaggerate the importance of details ; to lose sight of that which 
is fundamental; to spend one’s time and thought upon what after 
all cannot be reckoned as more than mere accessories to the great 
spiritual ideas and forces which they symbolize and express ; to 
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err, like Leonardo da Vinci, in painting the fringe of the table-cloth 
with such exquisite and microscopic accuracy that the beholder for- 
gets to look at the divine vision of his Lord—this, surely, is an error 
so grave and so fundamental that we cannot too sedulously guard 
against it. 

«“ A Church, like an individual,” as it has lately most pertinently 
been urged,* ‘‘ has just a certain amount of available energy, and no 
more. If she expends this upon one thing, it cannot be used for 
another. When one reads over the index of our Church’s conven- 
tional work for the last thirty years, he ceases to wonder that she is 
not the power in the country that he would wish. ‘Two-fifths of 
the time, by actual count of hours, has been spent upon some form 
of the ritual controversy, two-fifths upon liturgical questions ; while 
into the remaining fifth have been thrust all the interests of Mis- 
sions, propagandism, and moral and social questions! I think I 
know the value of those things upon which has been expended so 
largely the wisdom, enthusiasm, learning, sagacity, and political 
adroitness of the Church. I know that ritual involves doctrine, and 
that doctrine closely concerns truth. I would not undervalue the 
importance of liturgical form. 4 z ‘) But I am far 
from being singular when I claim that these things should be put 
aside, for a while at least, in the interest of something of more 
importance still. And this all the more when one sees the insig- 
nificant result which has come from so great labor... °* a 

“But unproductiveness is not the only evil of these long-drawn- 
out controversies. ‘They would seem to have affected the spiritual 
judgment of the Church, They have lifted a set of minor truths 
and questions out of their true place and set them in an altogether 
factitious prominence.” 

It is to the perception of this fact that, as I believe, we all need 
to be awakened. We are, indeed, to make every allowance for vari- 
eties of taste and temperament, and always and everywhere to hold 
fast the great truth that the right conception of the Church is that 
which recognizes it as inclusive and not exclusive. We are to honor 
zeal and devotion, even when we see them associated with things of 
doubtful authority, whether in matters of teaching or worship ; but. 
we are to be loyal first and last to our position asa Reformed Church 
_ in Christendom—Catholic, but not Latin; Apostolic, but not Me-— 
dizeval—a true inheritor of all the glorious past, but not the dis-

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ingenuous imitator or restorer of corruptions of the primitive Faith, 
or departures from primitive practice. The things that most disturb 
our peace to-day are things that are distinctly modern, and whether 
they be new readings of the Word of God or overwrought embroid- 
eries upon a simpler worship, they are not Scriptural, they are not 
primitive, they are not Apostolic ; and therefore, least of all, entitled 
to the shelter of that much abused and overworked word “ Catholic,” 
unless to be Catholic is to be tawdry, disingenuous and Roman. 
Most of all, they do not touch the souls of men burdened by sin 
and sorrow. ‘They do not help to solve the problems which su- 
premely challenge our American life, and meet us in the highways 
and byways of our parochial ministry. These wait for prayerfulness, 
for self-denial, for the touch of a hand that Christ Himself has 
touched, for hearts on fire and lips aflame with a pentecostal bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. 

I rejoice to believe that this conviction is deepening among us. 
I hail with especial thankfulness the tokens of it which are seen in 
our more fraternal attitude toward all those, of whatever name, who 
are awakening to the tremendous importance of that struggle which 
is before us in this land for the things of God and the Kingdom of 
Jesus Christ. May no self-will or self-conceit prevent us from tak- 
ing our place and doing our work in loyalty and humility for the 
cause of our common Lord. 

And this leads me to speak for a moment, in conclusion, of 
one agency of this our common work, the importance of which 
is now, I rejoice to say, rising in our mother Church of Eng- 
land, and among ourselves, into very general appreciation — I 
mean Lay co-operation, by means of organized associations of Lay 
Helpers. Our system of parochial organization, and our almost 
universally prevalent parochial traditions, have conspired to edu- 
cate us in the belief that the functions of the laity in the life 
and work of the Church are almost, if not altogether, passive or 
secular. They are to enjoy its services, and to guard its pecuniary 
trusts, and then to leave its ministrations of whatever sort entirely 
in the hands of the clergy. Meantime, neither one nor the other of 
the great extremes of Christendom, nor the vast majority of those 
whose place is between them, make any such blunder as this. Rome 
has her Orders of Lay Brothers, and Methodism, though under 
slightly different nomenclature, has hers; while the Church, so rich 
in capabilities of efficient lay ministry, with so large a body of edu- 
cated laymen, ready as I am persuaded to respond to our call, is 
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chiefly conspicuous, in this connection, for the meagre use which 
she makes of them. Ido not forget, in saying this, that there are 
honorable instances among us of faithful and efficient Lay Ministry, 
and that this is far more true to-day than a few years ago. But it 
still remains a fact that we have but a very limited measure of such 
ministry, that we do not. always or often ask for it, and that many . 
of the laity honestly believe that the clergy do not want it. I think 
this is a misapprehension, and it is high time that we took such 
steps as will correct it. This Diocese slrould have an organized body 
of Diocesan Lay Helpers, directly related to the Ordinary, duly set 
apart for their work, and clothed with such powers as will enable 
them to supplement and enlarge the influence and work of the 
clergy, in the many ways in which they are abundantly competent 
to doso. ‘There are talents of edification, of organization, of exhor- 
tation, of house-to-house ministration, which only await our call and 
our honorable recognition—and upon this I would lay great stress— 
to come forth from the napkins of shyness or reserve in which they 
have been hidden, and do effective service. The history of the Lay — 
Helpers’ Associations in the Dioceses of London, of Litchfield, of 
Rochester, and of our own Long Island, have already lifted this 
question out of the realm of mere conjecture ; and I hope we shall: 
have a strong Commission, acting under the appointment of this 
Convention, by whom the whole subject may be undertaken and 
efficiently formulated. Already the laity of this city, of their own 
motion and within the past few months, have organized the ‘ Church 
Club,” composed exclusively of laymen, in order (I quote its own 
prospectus) “ to co-operate with the clergy and endeavor to influence 
the sentiments of the community on the side of righteousness and 
towards the fear of God.” Surely there could be no nobler aim for 
laymen than that, and 1 commend the Brotherhood, of which it is 
the watchword, to the confidence and co-operation of every layman 
to whom these words may come. By conferences, by discussion, by 
the use of the pen and the press, the laity of to-day may do a work 
for the maintenance of the Faith and the welfare of the Church 
such as they have never done before ; and if we can make this Con- 
vention the starting point of such a work, we shall have done at 
least one thing not unworthy of the occasion. 

May God preside over all our deliberations and inspire them by 
His Holy Spirit!

A letter was received from Bishop Stevens, inviting the Standing Commit- 
tee, as the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese in the absence of the Bishop, 
to be present and take part in the services commemorating the centennial of 
the consecration of Bishop White. 

January 27, 1887.—The Standing Committee accepted the above invitation, 
and appointed the Rev. Dr. Richey to represent them, and sent by his hana 
the letter which accompanies this report. 

February 3, 1887.—The Rev. William Rollins Webb, Presbyter, was re- 
ceived from the Diocese of Ohio, to be an Assistant Minister of the Church of 
the Holy Apostles, New York. The Rev. James B. Nies was transferred to 
the Diocese of Long Island. 

February 5, 1887.—The Rev. George N. Eastman, Presbyter, was received 
from the Missionary Jurisdiction of Nevada, to be an Assistant Minister of the 
Church of the Ascension, New York. 

February 7, 1887.—The Rev. James Haughton, Presbyter, was transferred 
to the Diocese of Pennsylvania. ° 

February 9, 1887.—The Rev. Gilbert R. Underhiil, Presbyter, was trans- 
ferred to the Diocese of New Jersey. 

The Rev. Henry A. Adams, Presbyter, was received from the Diocese of 
Albany, to be an Assistant Minister of Trinity Church, New York.

Extract from the minutes of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of New York at a meeting held at Trinity Church, in the City 
of New York, on the2vth day of January, A.D. 1887. 


A communication, of which the following is a copy, was re- 
ceived from the Bishop of Pennsylvania : 

‘* To the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New York: 
GENTLEMEN : 

‘‘Tt is proposed by the Diocese of Pennsylvania to commemorate the One 
Hundredth Anniversary of the Consecration of Bishop White by a Discourse 
and Celebration of the Holy Communion in Christ Church, Philadelphia, on 
Friday, the 4th of February next, As the Bishop of New York was consecrated 
at the same time and place, the Committee in charge of the celebration respect- 
fully invite your body, as representing the Diocese in the absence of the Bishop, 
to be present and take part in the commemorative services. Should Bishop 
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Potter return in time he will be specially invited to make one of the addresses 
which it is proposed shall be given on the evening of that day, at a public 
meeting %to be held in Holy Trinity Church in this City. Should he not be 
present, the Committee would be glad to have one of your honorable body rep- 
resent him and your Diocese on that occasion. 

‘The relations of the Diocese of New York and the Diocese of Penn- 
sylvania have been from the beginning so peculiar, by reason of their first 
Bishops being consecrated side by side in Lambeth Chapel, by reason of 
the special intimacy between Bishop White and Bishop Hobart, by reason of 
the double instances when two brothers have been severally Bishops of these 
Dioceses at the same time, and by reason also that the son of my revered pre- 
decessor is now the Bishop of New York, that it seems both natural] and frater- 
nal that we should meet together on this centennial occasion to celebrate the 
conveyance to this land of the Anglican succession through its first Bishop. 

‘‘ Hoping that you will favorably entertain this invitation, and let me early 
know of its acceptance, and assuring you of a cordial welcome, I remain

On motion of Dr. Morgan, the invitation was accepted, and the 
Rev. Dr. Richey was appointed to represent the Committee on that 
occasion. 

The Rev. Dr. Dix, at the request of the Committee, presented 
and read the following reply to the communication from the Bishop 


of Pennsylvania : 
‘‘ DIOCESE OF NEw YorK, January 27, 1887. 
To the Rigut Rev. WiLL1AM Bacon STEVENS, D.D., Bishop of Pennsylvania: 
Reverend Father in God :— 

“Tn the absence of the Right Reverend the Bishop of New York, we, the 
Standing Committee of that Diocese, acting as the Ecclesiastical Authority, have 
the honor to acknowledge your invitation to be present at, and take part in, the 
services commemorative of the One Hundredth Anniversary of the Consecration 
of the Right Rev. William White, the first Bishop of that Diocese, over which, 
by Divine permission, you preside. We thank you for that fraternal] invitation, 
and have much pleasure in accepting it, in the person of our representative, 
the Rev. Thomas Richey, D.D., by whose hand we send you this letter. He is 
too well known to you and to the Church to make it necessary for us to com- 
mend him to your regard and affection. 

“The event about to be commemorated in Christ Church, in your good city 
of Philadelphia, is one of the most interesting of those included in the series of 
Centennial Services which have engaged, or remain to engage the general at- 
‘tention. Compared with the whole course of time, one hundred years are a 
‘small thing, and yetif we view the centuries with reference to the relative im- 
portance of events and the rise and progress of great movements, some appear 
to take a more conspicuous place than others in the range of ob-ervation. Such 
a century is that which covers the history of the branch of Christ’s Holy Cath- 
olic Church to which, in the Providence of Almighty God, we belong. 
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“It has been prolific of wonderful phenomena; it has witnessed changes 
almost incredible ; it has given a prodigious impetus to the progress of arts, 
Sciences, and inventions; its record is the chronicle of amazing evolutions, af- 
fecting the order of States, the aspect of the world, and the interests of mill- 
ions of mankind. But of all the phenomena which, in cur own country, have 
marked the flight of the century, none have so deep an interest for us as those 
attending the progress and expansion of our beloved Church. 

‘* It has been observed that ‘the rise and growth of a Church in a nation or 
any portion of a nation ‘which has expanded like the United States, is perhaps 
the most important theme in the history of the nation itself.’ How vast then 
the importance to be attached to the sight of the steady growth of our branch 
of the Church of Christ, which, at the close of the American Revolution, a 
trembling little flock, without Bishops, with less than two hundred clergy, 
without organization, misunderstood, derided, oppressed and held in subjection, 
is now a mighty people, strong in her Apostolic Order, distinct in her procla- 
mation of evangelical truth, firmly linked, through her Episcopate, to other 
great branches of the Holy Catholic Church, foremost in influence, warm in 
her sympathy with all who call themselves by the name of Christ, and better 
adapted than any other body in the land to afford a centre and basis for the 
organic unity of all believers. 

** Surely among the results accomplished during the last one hundred years, 
by the patient toil of men under the guidance of the powers above, none are 
better worth studying than those presented by a comparison of the tables of 
statistics of this Church in 1783 and 1888. ‘The Apostle applies to the habitable 
globe the significant title of the Ozxougey7 ; the Christian Scholar may take 
it as a proper description of this earth with the O2xos, the House of God, set 
up init. What were theearth without that House of God? And what are the 
annals of human events without the addition of those divine events connected 
with the building of that house, which hallows the land by its presence, as the 
family altar of household religion consecrates the Christian Home ? 

‘* We offer you our cordial congratulations on the particular occasion which 
you are about to commemorate. It is not long since, in the ancient town of 
Aberdeen, in Scotland, a great number of prelates, clergy, and laymen, including 
representatives from our own country, met together to keep the centennial of 
the consecration of Samuel Seabury, first Bishep of the American line. Now is 
to be observed, in its proper order, the second of the great centennials of our 
ecclesiastical history, the day on which in the Chapel of Lambeth, on the banks 
of the historic Thames, William White, of Pennsylvania, and Samuel Provoost, 
of New York, were added to that line by the consecrating hands of the English 
successors of the Apostles. It was ordered by that Divine Providence which 
directs the fortunes of the Church, that the powers of the Apostolic office 
should thus be transmitted from several sources, and distinct fountain heads. 
It was wisely ordered, no doubt, that the three who were to constitute the triple 
link and band required by the ancient Canons, in order to secure the due perpet- 
uation of a pure and primitive Episcopacy, should be the men that they were- - 
each a representative of some special characteristic in the family of God ; each 
contributing some special personal gift to the common stock; each exerting 
some needed influence to shape the course of things and prepare the way for 
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those who were to come after. In that venerable triad, how beautifully 
. Shines the form of the father of the Pennsylvania line! Whodoes not know, 
or knowing, does not love that face which the painter’s art has preserved to us, 
that countenance which seems to be the mirror of purity and holiness, of faith 
and patience, of meekness, wisdom and steady purpose to have no other will but 
that of God ? The mere sight of those features, as portrayed for our recollec- 
tion, might move the most worldly heart, and inspire the wish for something 
of that inward peace which it reflects, as calm waters reflect the glory of the 
upper air. Happy are the people who call themselves his spiritual descend- 
ants, and point to his image as that of their first Mather in God. 

‘Tt is meet and right that, on this occasion, greetings should go to the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania from the sister Diocese of New York, considering the 
strange {manner in which they have been connected in the persons of their 
chief pastors. The first Bishop of Pennsylvania and the first Bishop of New 
York were consecrated together. Kneeling side by side, they received the Holy 
Ghost for their great. mission in America. Later on, in the year 1830, two 
brothers are found filling the Episcopal Chairs at the same time in those two Dio- 
ceses, and again, after the lapse of nearly a quarter of a century, two brothers 
are again seen occupying these same sees. And, to-day, the son of a Bishop 
of Pennsylvania now with God, is Bishop of New York. So strangely bas the 
tie of blood been added to strengthen those of office and locality. The coinci- 
dences are striking; men of faith will discern in them the werking of that 
unseen hand which ordereth all things in heaven and earth. 

‘‘ As official representatives of the Diocese of New York, we offer to you, 
Right Reverend Sir, those cordial congratulations which are your due, in this 
twenty-sixth year of your administration ; we congratulate you on the peace 
and prosperity of your Diocese ; on its growth, as exemplified in the division 
and subdivision which have become necessary since you were called to the 
charge of it; on the respect and affection in which you are held by your sonsin 
the clerical order and the people of your flock. We rejoice with you in the ev- 
idence that Almighty God has blessed your work, and would express the wisk 
that you may long continue to enjoy the sense of the reverence and honor ac- 
corded to you by your fellow citizens in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and your brethren in the Household of Faith. | 

‘‘ With the request that you will convey to the Clergy and People of your 
Diocese the assurance of the affectionate regard of their brethren and compan- 
ions in New York, who salute them and wish them prosperity, 


We have the honor to remain, Right Reverend Sir, 
Your very obedient, humble servants in Christ.” 


It was ordered that the above communication be engrossed and 
signed by the members of Standing Committee, and sent to the 
Bishop of Pennsylvania by the hand of the Rev. Thomas Richey, 
D.D., and that it be recorded in the minutes of this day’s pro- 
ceedings.

The reopening of the Church edifice after its extension, alluded to in the last Report, took 
place on the 1st Sunday in September, 1886, but it was deemed advisable to postpone the Con- 
gratulatory Service in view of this event, to Thursday, the 21st of October, which would mark 
for Trinity Parish the attainment of its 30th year of corporate life. 

The Clergy of the Southern Missionary Convocation, as well as other Clergy of the Diocese, 
were invited to be present on the latter occasion. In the morning there was the administration 
of the Holy Communion, with an address by the Rev. Dr. J. W. Shackelford, of New York City, 
the sessions of Convocation succeeding, while in the evening the Rey. Joseph H. Johnson, now 
of Detroit, Michigan, preached a sermon having particular reference to the late extension of the 
edifice. 

There were 19 of the clergy in robes in the morning, and 21, likewise vested, in the eve- 
ning—in all, during the day, there were, not counting the Rector, as many as 38 clergy present. 

The entire cost involved in the extension, including everything, 7. é., alterations, improve- 
ments, &c., has been ascertained to be $7,185.79. ° 

On Sunday, February 27, 1887, the Bishop of the Diocese visited the parish for the purpose 
of ordaining to the Restricted Diaconate Mr. Gideon D. Pond, senior Warden of the parish, and 
to the Priesthood, the Rey. R. H. Gesner, the Assistant Minister of St. John’s Church, Yorkers, 
Nax. 

The associations attending the ordination of Mr. Pond were peculiar. He had been elected 
to the membership of the Vestry 13 times, and served in the various capacities of ves'ryman, 
clerk, treasurer, and warden, which last two offices he held at the time of his ordination. He 
had also been elected a delegate to the Convention of the Diocese on 8 occasions, and besides 
had repeatedly filled offices of trust in this village.

THE 


CONSTITUTION 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


DIOCESE OF NEW YORK; 


As Adopted October 11, 1796; and Amended October 17, 1827; October 2, 
1834; October 4, 1839 ; September 29, 1848; September 26, 1850; Sep 
tember 28, 1860 ; and September 28, 1882. 


ARTICLE I. 


THERE shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in this Diocese on the last Wednesday in September in 
each year, in such place as shall be determined by the Bishop for 
the time being ; or, in case of his inability to act, or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. In the event of 
the prevalence of any epidemic disease, or for other sufficient cause, 
occurring after the designation of the place of the meeting of the 
Annual Convention, the Bishop, or in case of his inability to act, 
or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee, may 
appoint another place for the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE II, 


The Bishop shall have power to call Special Conventions, when 
he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; and shall do 
so when apphed to for that purpose, by the Standing Committee ; 
and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee 
shall have power to call a Special Convention. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Convention shall be composed of the officiating Ministers 
regularly received into this Diocese, and settled in some Church 
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~ which is in union with this Convention; and of Lay Members, con- 
sisting of not exceeding three Delegates from each Church, to be 
chosen by the Vestry or Congregation ; and Clergymen employed as 
Missionaries under the direction of this Convention, and Clergymen 
engaged as Professors or Instructors of youth in any College, Acad- 
emy, or General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, may be 
members of the Convention. No clergyman, however, shall have a 
right to a seat in the Convention unless he has been Canonically 
resident in this Diocese for the period of six months immediately 
preceding the meeting of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Every Convention shall be opened with prayers and a sermon ; 
and the preacher shall be nominated by the Bishop, or in case of 
his inability to act, or a vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE  V. 


The Bishop shall preside in the Convention ; but in case of a va- 
cancy, or necessary absence, the members shall elect a President 
from among the Clergy. 


ARTICLE VI. 


A Secretary shall be chosen, upon the assembling of the Annual 
Convention, from among the members thereof, who shall remain in 
office until the meeting of the next Convention. His duty shall be 
to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their journals and 
records, to attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully to de- 
liver into the hands of his successor all books and papers, relative to 
the concerns of the Convention, which may be in his possession. 
It shall also be his duty to give due notice to each Minister and 
Vestry of the time and place appointed for the meeting of the suc- 
ceeding Convention. 


ARTICLE VII. 


In all matters which shall come before the Convention, the 
Clergy and Laity shall deliberate in one body ; and in voting, the 
Clergy shall vote by individuals, and the Laity by congregations ; 
and when more than one Church or Chapel shall be united under 
one Vestry, and shall have been so united and recognized by the 
Convention, prior to the last Wednesday in September, in the year 
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of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and __fifty-nine, the Dele- 
gate or Delegates of such Vestry only shall be entitled to a vote for 
each Church or Chapel; and a majority of votes of the two orders 
jointly shall be decisive ; but if in any case it be required by five 
votes, the two orders shall vote separately in the manner aforesaid, 
and the concurrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary 
to constitute a decision. In the case of electing a Bishop, the two 
orders shall always vote separately, agreeably to the mode last pre- 
scribed. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


The mode of altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A 
proposition for an amendment shall be introduced in writing and 
considered in the Convention; and, if approved of, shall lie over to 
the next Convention, and, if again approved of in such next Con- 
vention, by a majority of the two orders voting thereon separately, 
the change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall be 
valid and obligatory.

CANON I. 
A. List to be made of Ministers in the Diocese. 


Src. 1. Within one week before the meeting of every Convention 
of this Diocese, the Bishop, or, in case there be no Bishop, or of his 
inability or disability to act, then, the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all the Min- 
isters of the Protestant Episcopal Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese, annexing the names of their respective Cures, or Par- 
ishes, or Stations as Missionaries, or of the Colleges, Academies, or 
other Seminaries of learning, in which they are engaged ; or in re- 
gard to those who are not engaged in Parishes, Missions or Institu- 
tions of learning, as above, their places of residence only; but no 
Clergymen, while suspended from the Ministry, shall have a place 
on the said list. And such list shall be laid before the Convention 
on the first day of meeting. and be prefixed to the Journal. In said 
list, or one appended thereto, shall be declared the names of those 
clergy entitled to seats in the Coavention under Article III. of the 
Constitution. This list or record shall be taken as presumptive 
evidence of the right of those only whose names shall appear there- 
on; liable, however, to be rebutted by other evidence satisfactory to 
the Convention. 


CANON II, 
Of the Members of the Convention and the Evidence of their Rights to Seats. 
SEc. 1. The right of any Clergyman of this Diocese to a seat in 


the Convention shall, if disputed or claimed, be determined accord- 
ing to the provision of the third Article of the Constitution by the 
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Convention itself; whether his name be inserted in the list afore- 
said, or omitted. 


Src. 2. The Secretary of the Convention shall record in a book 
to be provided by him, and kept in accordance with the second 
Section of Canon XXX. of the General Convention of 1832, being 
now Canon XIV., Section 1 [2], Title 1, all certificates that shall be 
transmitted to him by the Bishop of the Diocese, of the settlement 
of any Minister, in any Church or congregation incorporated since 
April, 1813, or hereafter to be incorporated, under any law of the 
State of New York, other than the General Act for the Incorpora- 
tion of Churches, passed April, 1813, and its amendments, which 
has been, or hereafter may be, admitted into union with the Church 
in this Diocese; provided, that such certificate be such as is required 
in Canon XIV., Section 1, Title 1, of the ‘‘ Digest,” except that 
the same may be signed by the presiding and recording officers of 
the body electing the Minister; and provided further, that the 
Bishop shall have indorsed on such certificate, that he is satisfied 
that such Minister is a qualified Minister of this Church. And in 
case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention of any Clergy- 
men who shall have been elected to any Church or Parish in this 
Diocese, after the passage of this Canon, the evidence of settlement 
shall consist in the said record ; or in the production to the Conven- 
tion of the certificate required by this Section, to be recorded as 
aforesaid, together with a certificate of the Bishop, or of the Stand- 
ing Committee, of his or their being satisfied that the person so 
chosen is a qualified Minister of this Church. 


Src. 38. Every Minister who may be received into this Diocese 
shall procure from the Bishop, or, in case of his disability or inabil- 
ity to act, from a majority of the Clerical Members of the Standing 
Committee, duly convened, a certificate that he has been received 
into this Diocese, in compliance with the Canon of the General 
Convention. And before he shall be entitled to a seat in the Con- 
vention, he shall transmit such certificate to the Secretary to be re- 
corded in the book mentioned in the preceding Section. And in 
case of the contested right toa seat in the Convention of any Min- 
ister, who may be received into this Diocese, the production of such 
record, or of such certificate, or of the Secretary’s written acknowl- 
edgment of his receipt of the same, shall be presumptive evidence 
of regular admission, and the certificate, if not previously recorded, 
shall thereupon be recorded by the Secretary in the said book. 
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Sec. 4. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention, 
of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his being employed 
as a Missionary under the direction of this Convention, the evidence 
of such employment shall..consist.in the ‘wtitten certificate of the 
Bishop; or, in case of a vacancy of the Episcopate, or of the inabil- 
ity or disability of the Bishop, in the written certificate of the 
Chairman of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 


~ 


Src. 5. In case of a contested right to a seat in the Convention, 
of a Clergyman claiming such right, by virtue of his being engaged 
as a Professor or Instructor of youth in a College, Academy, or 
General Seminary of Learning, duly incorporated, the evidence of 
his connection with such College, Academy, or Seminary, shall con- 
sist in the written certificate of the President or Secretary of such 
Corporation that he is‘so employed. 


Sec. 6. (I.) Lay Delegates from Churches having Vestries shall be 
appointed by the Vestry, at a regular meeting, held according to law. 


(II.) The evidence of the appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having a Vestry shall be a certificate signed by the Rector 
of the Church and by the Clerk of the Vestry. If there be no 
Rector, or if the appointment shall have been made at any legal 
Vestry meeting held in his absence, then such certificate shall state 
that fact, and shall be signed by.the Warden who presides at the 
meeting at which such Delegate is appointed, and also by the Clerk 
of the Vestry. ‘The certificate must show upon its face, that the 
appointment has been made in accordance with all the requirements 
of the Canons, and shall certify that the Delegate is a Lay member, 
entitled to vote for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which 
he is appointed to represent. } 


(III.) The evidence of appointment of a Lay Delegate from a 
Church having no Vestry, shall be a certificate signed by the Min- 
ister of such Church, or by the officer who presides at the meeting 
of the congregation by which he was appointed, and also by the 
Clerk or Secretary of such meeting. The certificate shall state the 
time and place of the election, and shall certify that the person 
appointed has been duly chosen by such Church or congregation as 
a Lay Delegate ; that he is a Lay member of such Church or con- 
gregation, and has been such member for at least twelve months 
next preceding the time of his appointment, and that the election 
was held in accordance with all the requirements of the Canons.. 
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(1V.) No other certificate or evidence of appointment of any 
Lay Delegate, than such as is above required, shall be allowed or 
received. 


Sec. 7. No Lay Delegate from a Church having a Vestry shall 
be entitled to a seat in the Convention, unless he be entitled to vote 
for Wardens and Vestrymen of the Church which he is appointed to 
represent. 


Sto. 8. A copy of the sixth and seventh sections of this Canon 
shall be annually transmitted by the Secretary of the Convention, 
together with a blank printed form of certificate of appointment of 
Lay Delegates, to every Church. in this Diocese in union with the 
Convention, in the same manner with the notice, which by the 
Constitution he is or may be required to give of the time and place 
appointed for the meeting of the succeeding Convention. 


Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the Vestries of the 
Parishes which have been admitted into union with this Conven- 
tion, immediately after the appointment of the Lay Delegates to the 
Diocesan Convention, to certify their election to the Secretary of 
the Convention in the form prescribed by Sections 6 and 7 of this 
Canon. From the certificates thus received, the Secretary shall 
prepare a list of Lay Delegates for use in the organization of the 
Convention. 


Sec. 10. The presence of at least thirty Clergymen entitled to 
vote in the Convention, and of Delegates from at least thirty con- 
gregations, shall be necessary to the transaction of business—except 
that a smaller number may adjourn from day to day. 


Src. 11. If the President ew officio of the Convention is not 
present at its opening, the Secretary of the Convention shall call 
the members, who present themselves, to order, when the Senior 
Presbyter present, entitled to a seat in the Convention, shall take 
the chair, and shall preside until a President be elected, as provided 
by Article V. of the Constitution. 

Src..12. The Secretary of the Convention, under the direction 
of the Bishop, or, in case of his absence or inability to act, or of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction of the Standing 
Committee, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled to 
seats. 

Src. 13. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose 
election has been certified to him, in pursuance of Section 9 of this 
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Canon. The President shall then appoint a committee of three 
persons, to whom shall be referred the Credentials of the Lay Dele- 
gates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll made by the 
Secretary. 


Sec. 14. A constitutional quorum (thirty Clergymen and thirty 
Delegates) being present, the President ex officio, if present, shall 
declare the Convention duly organized. If he be not present, or 
unable to act, the temporary President shall direct that the mem- 
bers proceed to vote for a President, as provided in Article V. of 
the Constitution, which election shall be by ballot, unless dispensed 
with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The President, 
being elected, shall declare the Convention organized for business. 

Sec. 15. The Convention shall then proceed to the election of a 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Convention, by ballot, unless dis- 
pensed with by the unanimous vote of the members present. The 
Secretary shall appoint two assistants, and announce their names to 
the Convention. 

Src. 16. The existing Rules of Order, so far as they are appli- 
cable to the preliminary proceedings for the organization of the 
Convention, shall be deemed in force for that purpose ; and the said 
Rules of Order, except such of them as prescribe the mode of alter- 
ing the same, shall regulate the proceedings after the organization, 
until altered by the Convention. 


CANON III. 
Of the Call of the Convention. 


Unless it be otherwise directed by the Convention, the mode of 
giving notice of the meeting of any Convention shall be by an 
advertisement of the time and place of such meeting, signed by the 
Secretary, and published in three of the public papers, or Church 
journals, printed in the Diocese of New York. Whenever, under 
the provisions of the Constitution, a Special Convention is called 
for any particular purpose, it shall be the duty of the Perea in 
the notice thereof, to specify such purpose. 


CANON IV, 


Of the Admission of a Church as a Parish into Union with the Church in 
this Diocese, and Maintaining such Union. 


Sec, 1. Every Church or congregation, desiring admission as a. 
Parish into union with the Church in this Diocese, shall present a 
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written application therefor to the Convention, together with a copy 
of the resolution of the Vestry, or of the congregation authorizing 
such application; in which resolution, the said Church, by its Vestry 
or congregation, shall agree to abide by, and conform to, and observe 
all the Canons of the Church, and all the rules, orders and regula- 
tions of the Convention; which copy shall be duly certified by the 
presiding officer of the Vestry, or of the meeting of the congregation 
at which the resolution was adopted, and also by the Clerk of the 
Vestry or Secretary of the meeting; and shall be authenticated by 
the seal of the corporation. 

The said application shall also be accompanied by the Certificate 
of Incorporation of the Church duly recorded, or a copy thereof 
certified by the officer whose duty it may be to record or to file the 
same; and also, by a Certificate of the Bishop, or in case of his ab- 
sence, or of his inability or disability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, of the Standing Committee, that he or they approve of 
the Incorporation of said Church, and that such Church, in his or 
their judgment, is duly and satisfactorily established; and every 
Church or congregation applying for admission, shall produce satis- 
factory evidence that not less than twenty-five persons, members of 
such Church, have habitually, for at least one year preceding such 
application, attended divine service in such Church or congregation. 

The Certificate of Incorporation of every Church incorporated 
under any Act of the Legislature of the State of New York, save 
the General Act of April 5, 1813, and the Amendments thereto, 
shall declare, upon its face, that the Church or congregation is a 
Protestant Episcopal Church, and that it is forever to continue such 
in communion with the Protestant Episcopal Church in the State 
of New York. 


Sec. 2. (I.) No application for the admission of a Parish into 
union with the Church in this Diocese shall be considered or acted 
upon at any meeting of the Convention, unless the same has been 
transmitted to the Secretary of the Convention at least thirty days 
before the meeting of the Convention. 


(II.) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Convention, at 
least thirty days before the meeting of the Convention, to deliver to 
a Committee, to be annually appointed (to be called the Committee 
on the Incorporation and Admission of Churches), all applications 
for admission into union, which shall have been received by him, 
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to be by such Committee examined, considered and: reported upon 
to the Convention. 


Sec. 3. Whenever any Parish, in union with this Convention, 
shall neglect, for three years in succession, to make a Parochial Re- 
port, no Missionary Report being made on its behalf, and shall not, 
during the same period, have employed a Clergyman as its Parish 
Minister, nor requested of the Kcclesiastical authority to have the 
services of a Missionary, such Parish shall be regarded as having 
forfeited its connection with the Convention, and shall no longer 
have a right to send a Delegate or Delegates to the same. 

The Bishop shall report such Parish to the Convention in his 
Annual Address. 

Such Parish, however, may be re-admitted, upon application to 
the Convention, accompanied by a report of its condition, and on 
such terms as shall appear just; such re-admission to take effect 
from and after the rising of the Convention consenting to such ad- 
mission. 


CANON] 27 
Of the Secretary of the Oonvention. 


Src. 1. In addition to the constitutional provisions concerning 
the Secretary, it is hereby declared that this officer shall be chosen 
by ballot after viva voce nominations of the Candidates, and shall 
continue in office until a new election is made. | 


Sec. 2. He shall transmit annually to each of the Bishops of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, and to the Sec- 
retary of the last House of Clerical and Lay Deputies in the Gen- 
eral Convention, and to the Secretary of every Diocesan Conven- 
tion, a copy of the Journal of the Convention; and shall request 
the last to send copies of their respective Journals in exchange. 


Src. 3. He shall also transmit to every General Convention, in 
addition to the documents mentioned in the third Section of the 
ViIIth Canon of the General Convention of 1835,* a- certificate to 
be signed by himself, containing a list of the Clergymen in this 
Diocese, and the amount of funds paid or secured to be paid (dis- 
tinguishing them) to the General Theological Seminary, together 
with the nomination of Trustees of that Seminary ; and also a like 
certificate of the appointment of Clerical and Lay Deputies. 


* Now Canon XVIL., $ iii, Title I. 
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Src. 4. Any expense incurred by a compliance with the third 
section of this Canon shall be paid out of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sec. 5. Whenever there shall be a vacancy in the office of Sec- 
retary of the Convention, the duties thereof shall devolve upon one 
of the Assistant Secretaries in the order of their appointment, if 
there be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing Com 
mittee. 


CANON VI. 
Of the Treasurer of the Convention. 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention there shall be chosen by 
ballot a Treasurer of the Convention, whe shall remain in office 
until the next stated Convention, and until a successor is appointed. 
It shall bé his duty to receive and disburse all moneys collected 
under the authority of the Convention, and of which the collection 
and distribution shall not be otherwise regulated. 


SEc. 2. His accounts shall be rendered annually to the Conven- 
tion, and shall be examined by a Committee acting under its au- 
thority. ? 

SEc. 3. In case of a vacancy in the office of Treasurer, it shall 
be supplied by an appointment to be made by the Standing Com- 
mittee; and the person so appointed shall continue to act until an 
appointment is made by the Convention. 


CANON VII. 
Of Parish Registers and Parochial Reports. 


Whereas, by the XXIXth Canon of the General Convention of 
1832,* it is made the duty of each Clergyman of this Church to 
keep a Register of Baptisms, Confirmations, Communicants, Mar- 
riages, and Funerals within his Cure; agreeably to such rules as 
may be provided by the Convention of the Diocese where his Cure 
lies: it is hereby ordered, that, — 


Sec. 1. The Record shall specify the name, and time of the birth 
of the child baptized, with the names of the parents and sponsors ; 
the name of the adult baptized; the names of the parties married ; 
the names of the persons buried ; and also the time when each rite 
was performed. ‘These Registers shall be kept by the Minister in a

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book to be provided for that purpose, belonging to the Vestry of 


each Church; which book shall be the Parish Register, and shall be. 


preserved by the Vestry as a part of the records of the Church. 

The list of Communicants shall embrace all within his Cure as 
nearly as can be ascertained, and he shall also keep a list of the fami- 
lies and adult persons in his Cure, as far as practicable and also an 
accurate list of the persons confirmed from time to time by the 


Bishop. 


Sec. 2. And whereas, by the VIIth Canon of the General Con- 
vention of 1835,* every Minister of this Church shall present, or 
cause to be delivered, on or before the first day of every Annual Con- 
vention, to the Bishop of the Diocese, or, when there is no Bishop, 
to the President of the Convention, a statement of the number of 
Baptisms, Confirmations and Funerals; and of the number of Com- 
municants in his Parish or Church, and of all other matters that 
may throw light on the state of the same; it-is hereby further or- 
dered, that in reporting the number of Communicants, he shall 
distinguish the additions, removals and deaths, since the last re- 
port. 


Sec. 3. In every case where a Parish is destitute of a Minister, 


the Register contemplated by this Canon shall be kept by some per-_ 
son appointed by the Vestry for that purpose; and the annual — 


Parochial Reports shall be presented or forwarded to the Bishop by 
the Wardens of the Parish. 


CANON VIII. 
Of Preparing a Report on the State of the Church. 


Whereas, by the fifth Section of Canon VII. of the General Con- 
vention of 1835,+ ‘‘it is recommended that the Ecclesiastical author- 
ity of the Church in every Diocese prepare a condensed report and 
a tabular view of the state of the Church in their Diocese, previously 
to the meeting of every General Convention, for the purpose of aid- 
ing the Committee on the State of the Church, appointed by the 
House of Clerical and Lay Deputies, in drafting their report ; there- 
fore, a Committee of the Convention of this Diocese shall be ap- 
pointed at the stated meeting of the same, next before every stated

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meeting of the General Convention, to assist the Bishop in prepar- 
ing a report of the state of the Church in this Diocese, and a list of 
the Clergy, to be presented to the General Convention. 


CANON IX. 
Of Deputies to the General Convention. 


Seo. 1. The Convention shall, at each second regular annual 
meeting next succeeding a stated meeting of the General Conven- 
tion, elect, by the concurrent ballot of the Clerical and Lay members, 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, to act as Deputies from this Dio- 
cese to the General Convention. It shall also, in like manner, 
elect four Clergymen and four Laymen, as Provisional Deputies, 
to act in the case hereinafter mentioned; which Deputies and Pro- 
visional Deputies shall hold their respective stations until successors 
are appointed, and shall be Deputies, or Provisional Deputies, for 
any General Convention which may be held during their continu- 
ance in Office. 


Src. 2. Should a vacancy occur by resignation, removal from 
the Diocese, death, or otherwise, among the Deputies or Provisional 
Deputies, between the stated times of election, the vacancy shall be 
supplied by any Convention, during or prior to which such vacancy 
shall occur. | 


Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the Deputies elect, to signify to 
the Bishop, at least two days before the meeting of the General 
Convention, their acceptance of the appointment, and their inten- 
tion to perform its duties; in default of which, the Bishop shall desig- 
nate from the list of Provisional Deputies, so many as may be 
necessary to insure, as far as practicable, a full representation of the 
Diocese. And the Bishop shall, in like manner, designate from the 
same list of Provisional Deputies, one or more, as the case may be, 
to supply any deficiency in the representation of this Diocese which 
may in any way occur. And the person or persons so designated 
by the Bishop, being furnished with his certificate thereof, shall 
have all the power and authority of Deputies duly elected by the 
Convention. 


Sec. 4. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability 
of the Bishop to act, the power conferred upon the Bishop by this 
Canon shall be exercised by the Standing Committee. 
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CANON X. 
Of the Standing Committee. 


Whereas, by Canon IV. of the General Convention of 1832,* it 
is required that there shall be a Standing Committee, to be ap- 
pointed by the Convention in each Diocese, whose duties, except so 
far as provided for by the Canons of the General Convention, may 
be prescribed by the Canons of the respective Dioceses ; therefore, 
in addition to the Canons of the General Convention touching 
Standing Committees, it is hereby declared that the Standing Com- 
mittee in the Diocese of New York shall be constituted in the man- 
ner, and perform the duties, hereinafter prescribed, 


Sec. 1. At every stated Convention an election of a Standing 
Committee shall be made; -which Committee shall consist of four of 
the Clergy and four of the Laity, to be chosen by ballot, and by the 
concurrent vote of the members of each order. Vacancies in said 
Committee, occurring by death or otherwise, shall be supplied by 
the concurrent vote of the Clerical members and Lay members of 
the Committee. 


Src. 2. In case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability or 
disability of the Bishop, the powers and duties to be performed by the 
Bishop in matters of discipline, shall be performed by the Standing 
Committee, except in those cases where such powers and duties are 
or may be specially delegated to, or enjoined upon the Clerical 
members of said Committee ; in which cases, such powers and du- 
ties shall be exercised by said Clerical members alone; provided, 
that no sentence shall be pronounced on a Clergyman but by a 
Bishop. 


Src, 3. The record of all proceedings upon a presentment of a 
Clergyman, shall be preserved by the Standing Committee, and for 
that purpose shall, after a final decision, be delivered to their Secre- 
tary. 


Sec. 4. Should a stated Convention, from any cause, not be held 
at the appointed time, or, if such Convention should be held, but 
no election be made pursuant to Section 1 of this Canon, then the 
last Standing Committee elected shall continue to perform the du- 
ties of the office until a new election takes place.

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CANON XI. 
Of Vacant Parishes. 


Src. 1. Whenever a Parish becomes vacant, it shall be the duty 
of the Vestry to give immediate notice thereof to the Bishop. 


Sec. 2. The Bishop shal] appoint those of the Clergy in the 
Diocese who can with most convenience discharge the duty, to sup- 
ply such vacant Parishes as have been reported to him, at such times 
as may be deemed convenient and proper. And at every Conven- 
tion, the Clergy so appointed shall be called on for an account of the 
fulfilment of the duty, and to make a full report concerning the 
state of the Parishes which they have visited. It shall be the duty 
of such vacant Parishes thus supplied to defray all the expenses in- 
cident to such occasional services. 


CANON XII. 
Uf the Establishment of New Places of Public Worship. 


In places where the Church is already established, no new Parish 
shall be formed, or new Church or Chapel be established, or new 
congregation be gathered, nor shall the site of any existing Church, 
Chapel, or congregation be changed, without the written consent of 
the Bishop of the Diocese and the formal approval of the Standing 
Committee. But such action of the Standing Committee shall not 
be taken until previous notice has been given to the Rectors and 
Vestries of the three Churches or congregations whose places of 
public worship shall be nearest to the site proposed for the new place 
of worship, and until at least one month has been allowed such. 
Rectors and Vestries to present any objections they may have. 

In places where the Church is not established, the written consent. 
of the Bishop of the Diocese, acting by and with the advice and 
consent of the Standing Committee, shall be sufficient for the for- 
mation of a new Parish. 


CANON XIII. 
Concerning Elections. 


Elections by ballot, when required by these Canons, may be dis- 
pensed with by a unanimous vote of the Convention. And when an 
election is by ballot, a majority of the votes in each order shall be 
necessary to a valid election. | 
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CANON XIV. 
Of the Episcopal Fund. 


Sec. 1. The fund for the support of the Episcopate in this 
Diocese, now provided, together with that which may be hereafter 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof, shall be entrusted to the Corporation entitled 
“The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund for the Diocese of New 
York,” incorporated by an Act of the Legislature of the State of New 
York, passed May 14, 1845. ‘The Trustees composing said corpora- 
tion shall be five in number, who shall be appointed by, and shall 
hold their offices during the pleasure of, the Convention, and all 
vacancies occurring in their number shall be filled up by the Con- 
vention. 


Suc. 2. It shall be the duty of every Rector or Minister having 
charge of a congregation in this Diocese, to cause an annual collec- 
tion or contribution to be made by said congregation in aid of the 
fund for the support of the Episcopate; and in the case of a vacant © 
Parish, this duty shall devolve on the Wardens and Vestrymen. ‘The 
amount of each annual collection or contribution shall be paid to 
the Treasurer of the ‘Trustees of the Episcopal Fund, and shall be 
reported by the Trustees to the Convention, at the next stated meet- 
ing thereof, after such collection or contribution shall have been 
- made, and shall be entered on its Journals. 


Sec. 3. So long as the income of the fund is inadequate to the 
support of the Episcopate, and an annual assessment shall be made, 
under the authority of the Convention, for supplying the deficiency 
therein, the payment of such assessment by a Parish shall! be con- 
sidered as in lieu of the collection enjoined by Section 2 of this 
Canon. : ; 


Sxc. 4. All moneys belonging to the said fund shall be loaned by 
the said Trustees upon security of real estate, or invested in stocks of 
the United States, or of any of the States, or of the City of New York, 
at their discretion ; and all securities and investments shall be taken 
or made in their corporate name above mentioned, and they shall 
have power, from time to time, to change such investments. A 
statement, exhibiting the condition of the said fund and securities, 
together with all receipts and disbursements, shall be reported to. 
the Convention at every stated meeting thereof, signed by the ‘T'rus- 
tees, or a majority of them. 
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Src. 5. The former Canon XIII., ‘‘ Of the Episcopal Fund,” is 
hereby repealed. 
CANON XV. 
Of the Diocesan Fund. 


Sec. 1. Whereas, it is indispensable to provide a fund for defray- 
ing the necessary expenses of the Convention, and particularly the 
expenses of those of the Clergy who may have to travel from a 
distance to the Convention ; it is hereby required of every congrega- 
tion in this Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the Convention, on 
or before the day of its annual meeting, a contribution of not less 
than two per cent. on the amount of the salary of its clergyman; 
unless it shall be otherwise ordered by a preceding Convention. 
Which fund shall, from time to time, be appropriated in part by a 
committee of the Convention to the purposes above mentioned. 


Sto. 2, And whereas, by Canon L., § 5, Title II. of the Digest of 
the Canons of the General Convention of 1838,* it is made the duty 
of the several Diocesan Conventions to forward to the Treasurer of 
the General Convention, at each meeting of the same, two dollars + 
for each clergyman within the Diocese, for the purpose of defraying 
the contingent expenses of the said Convention; therefore, it shall 
be the duty of the Committee appointed to appropriate the moneys 
paid into the Diocesan Fund, to retain annually out of such moneys 
one dollar for each Clergyman in this Diocese. The moneys thus 
arising shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Convention, to be by — 
him paid over to the Treasurer of the General Convention at each 
meeting of the same. 


Src. 3. A copy of the first section of this Canon shall be trans- 
mitted annually to every Church in the Diocese by the Secretary of 
the Convention ; and a list of the Churches which have not paid the 
sum required therein, in the year ending with the annual Conven- 
tion, shall be presented and read to the next ensuing Convention by 
the Treasurer. 

CANON XVI. 


Of Contributions for Theological Education and Other Church Objects. 


Seo. 1. (I.) In every Parish of the Diocese, provision shall be 
made for at least monthly Church offerings, by collection or other- 
' wise, for Theological Education, Diocesan Missions, and other

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Church objects, it being the duty of the Clergyman to give due 
notice to the congregation of the time and object of such offerings. 
or collections, and also to call their attention to the importance and 
claims of the respective objects to which the offerings are about to- 
be applied. 


(II.) The amount, of the Church offerings or collections, with the- 
exception of such portions, not exceeding one-fourth, as may. be. 
retained by decision of the Rector and Wardens for ‘parochial and 
other purposes, shall be forwarded by the Rector or Minister, as. 
often as conveniently may be, but at least once in six months, to the 
Treasurer of the Convention, specifying the objects to which the- 
same shall be applied, or sent directly to the Treasurers respectively 
of the various funds for which they are destined. The amount and 
destination of all such contributions to form a distinct item in the: 
Annual Parochial Report. 


(III.) This Canon, so far as relates to the prescribed form of 
Church offerings, shall not be deemed imperative on any Parish that. 
has another system for its contributions. 


Src. 2. The business of distributing all funds that may be raised. 
under this Canon for the education of young men for Holy Orders, 
is hereby committed to the incorporated society styled ‘‘ The Prot- 
estant Episcopal Society for Promoting Religion and Learning in 
the State of New York,” which shall make a full annual report to. 
the Convention of the application of all moneys paid into its treasury 
under the provisions of this Canon, or by the ‘l'reasurer of the Con- 
vention from any source. . 

Src. 38. So far as relates to the offerings or contributions of 
Parishes within the City of New York, it is hereby declared that the 
New York Protestant Episcopal City Mission Society, and the New 
York Protestant Episcopal Church Missionary Society for Seamen 
in the City and Port of New York, are to be reckoned among the 
Church charities for which provision is to be made, so that each 
congregation in the city of New York shall make annuai contribu- 
tions to one of these Societies. 


Src. 4. The former Canon No. XV. is hereby repealed. 


CANON XVII. 
Of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 


Src. 1. All members of the Church in this: Diocese shall be con- 
sidered as constituting the Diocesan Missionary Society. 
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Src. 2. (I.) The Missionary Work of the Diocese shall be con- 
ducted by a Diocesan Board of Missions. 


(1I.) The Convention shall be the Diocesan Board of Missions, 
sitting as such, as often as the business of the Board may demand. 


Sec. 3. (I.) The Diocese shall be divided into five Archdeacon- 
ries, to be named respectively : 


1. The Archdeaconry of New York, comprising the County of 
New York. 


2. The Archdeaconry of Richmond, comprising the County of 
Richmond. 


3. The Archdeaconry of Westchester, comprising the Counties 
of Westchester, Putnam and Rockland. 


4, The Archdeaconry of Orange, comprising the Counties of 
Orange, Ulster and Sullivan. 


5..The Archdeaconry of Duchess, comprising the County of 
Duchess. - 


(II.) The members of each Archdeaconry shall be the Clergy 
canonically resident within its limits, with the Lay Delegates of the 
several Parishes to the Diocesan Convention. It shall be the duty 
of each Archdeaconry [1] to search out the religious needs of its 
own district, and to conduct and provide for such Missionary Work 
as may be undertaken by it, within its own limits; [2] to nominate 
to the Bishop, for his appointment, all Missionaries and other 
agents of the Archdeaconry, and to fix their salaries; [3] to have 
full management of its funds; [4] to provide that careful statistics 
as to the population and condition of communities and the results 
of Missionary Work be collected and preserved. 


(1II.) The Executive Officer or Archdeacon of each Archdea- 
conry shall be nominated by the Bishop, and confirmed by the 
_ Archdeaconry at a regular meeting, whose duty it shall be, [1] to 
superintend all Missionary Work conducted by the Archdeaconry ; 
[2] to have direction of all Itinerant Clergy and Associated Missions ; 
[3] to make full and regular reports of the same to the Archdea- 
conry ; and [4] in the absence of the Bishop to preside at all 
meetings. 


(1V.) Each Archdeaconry shall adopt its own by-laws ; elect an- 
nually its Secretary and Treasurer; and make before the Annual 
16 
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Meeting of the Board of Diocesan Missions, a full report of its year’s 
work to the Board of Managers hereinafter described. 


Seo. 4. [I.] There shall be a Diocesan Board of Managers, 
which Board shall also be the Missionary Committee of the Diocese 
of New York, consisting of the Bishop, the five Archdeacons, Sec- 
retaries and Treasurers, and also five clergymen and five laymen, 
elected by ballot at the Annual Meeting of the Diocesan Board of 
Missions. | 


[II.] It shall be the duty of this Board of Managers, [1] to de- 
cide, with the approval of the Bishop, what proportion of the whole 
sum voted by the Diocese shall be raised by, and what proportion 
shall be expended by each Archdeaconry; [2] to devise general 
plans for making Mission Work more effective, and developing a 
greater Missionary interest throughout the Diocese; [3] to send to 
the Diocesan Board of Missions, at its annual meeting, a report con- 
taining the following items: 

a. Statement of Missionary Work done since last report. 

b. The names of the Missionaries and Stations. 

c. An Account of Annual Receipts and Expenditures, compris- 
ing all amounts received and disbursed by each Archdeaconry. 

d. A list of the Parishes contributing, and of the sums contrib- 
uted by each Parish to Diocesan Missions. 

e. An estimate of the amount of funds needed for the Missionary 
Work of the Diocese for the ensuing year, and a schedule of assess- 
ments upon the several Parishes. 

[III.] Seven members of the Board of Managers, at a regularly 
called meeting, two of whom shall be Archdeacons, shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. In the absence of the 
Bishop, one of the Archdeacons present shall be elected by the 
meeting to preside. 

Sec. 5. Canon No. XV., so far as it relates to Diocesan Mis-. 
sions, is hereby repealed, and this Canon shall take effect imme- 
diately. 


CANON XVIII. 
Of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 


Sec. 1. Five lay trustees shall be appointed annually by the 
Convention, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute a Board to be 
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called the Trustees of the Fund for the Aged and Infirm Clergy- 
men. 


Sec. 2. Vacancies occurring in the number of the above named 
five lay Trustees, by death, resignation or otherwise, during the re- 
cess of the Convention, may be supplied by the remaining Trustees. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said Trustees to assume the 
management and care of the following funds : 


1st: ‘the fund now provided for the relief of aged and infirm 
clergymen of the Diocese, together with that which may hereafter be 
contributed or acquired, and any accumulation accruing from the 
investment thereof. 


2d: A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the re- 
hef of widows and children of deceased clergymen of the Diocese, to- 
gether with any accumulation accruing from the investment 
thereof. : 


3d: A fund to be hereafter contributed or acquired for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the effecting of life insurance by clergymen of 
the Diocese, together with any accumulation accruing from the in- 
vestment thereof. 


Sec. 4. It shall be the further duty of the said Trustees to re- 
ceive applications for relief or assistance from any persons entitled 
to receive aid from either of the funds above mentioned, and to apply 
such relief or assistance as follows: 

Ist: As to the fund for aged and infirm clergymen, to apply 
such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, the 
limitations indicated in the report of the Special Committee made 
to the Annual Convention of 1841,* and subject also to such other 


* <*(q@), Legacies and donations to be invested as a permanent fund; the 
proceeds to be applied annually, if needed, under the direction of the Bishop, 
and three lay trustees to be elected by the Convention at each stated meeting. 
If the whole or any part of the annual revenue of said fund be not needed, in 
any year, it might be considered thenceforth as part of the capital. 

«% * * (bd). Another * * * source of income will be found, it is 
presumed, in annual contributions to be made by all the congregations in the 
Diocese, on some day previously notified, 

‘With regard to the limitations under which relief should be applied, your 
Committee are aware that much must be left to the discretion of the trustees. 
* * * Tn regard to these limitations, the Committee would suggest : 

*‘1. That relief should be confined to those whose circumstances are act- 
ually straitened, and who have been actively engaged in parochial or kindred 
labors during a large part of their ministerial lives. 
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rules and regulations as have since been adopted by this Convention, 
or as said Trustees, with the approbation of said Convention, shall 
from time to time adopt. 


2d: As to the funds for the widows and children of clergymen, 
and for facilitating the effecting of Life Insurance by Clergymen, to 
apply such relief or assistance on the principles of, and subject to, 
the limitations laid down by the regulations adopted by the Annual 
Convention of 1886, and subject also to such further rules and 
regulations as said Trustees, with the approbation of this Conven- 
tion shall from time to time adopt. 


Sec..5. A collection shall be made annually in every congrega- 
tion in this Diocese, on the annual 'lhanksgiving Day, or on the 
Sunday next before or next following. 

This collection and all other contributions and donations to 
these objects shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the said 
Board of Trustees. 

All donations and legacies received by said Treasurer shall, in 
the absence of the special designation of one or other of the three 
funds, he apportioned equally among the said three funds. The 
annual collection herein provided for shall, however, be divided 
equally between the fund for the widows and children of clergymen 
and the fund for facilitating the effecting of life insurance by clergy- 
men. ‘The Treasurer shall keep a separate account of each of the 
said three funds, and all moneys not wanted for current use shall 
be invested and held in trust by the said Trustees. 


Src. 6. The said Trustees shall elect their own Chairman, 
Treasurer and Secretary. 
They shall meet at least twice in each year, and shall keep min- 


‘¢2. It should not be so administered as to supersede on the part of par- 
ishes the duty of making provision for the support of their pastor when too 
aged or infirm to continue his ministry ; and should, therefore, be confined, in 
the case of parish clergymen, to cases in which the parish has signified, 
through the Bishop, its inability or indisposition to make such provision to an 
adequate extent. 

‘*3, It should not be extended to clergymen who have near relatives in 
affluent circumstanees, unless there be satisfactory evidence that such rela- 
tives are unwilling to discharge the duty of providing for those of their own 
household. | 

‘*4. In deciding between conflicting claims, preference should be given, 
ceteris paribus, to those who have been longest employed within the Diocese 
in ministerial duty.” 
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utes of their proceedings, which shall be submitted to the Conven- 
tion of the Diocese, whenever called for, 


Sno. 7%. The three Trustees elected at the Convention of 1886, 
as Trustees of the Fund now provided for the relief of Aged and In- 
firm Clergymen shall receive and hold all undesignated donations, 
all legacies under wills executed after October 1st, 1886, and all un- 
designated sums received from the 'Thanksgiving collections of 1886 
and subsequent years, as a special deposit until such time as the first 
six sections of this Canon shall take effect (as provided in the next 
section) and thereupon they shall pay over all moneys so received to 
the Trustees, who shall be the ‘'rustees under Section 1 of this 
Canon. 


Src. 8. Section 7 of this Canon shall take effect immediately, 
and for this purpose so much of the former Canon XVI. as appro- 
priates the Thanksgiving collections to the relief of Aged and In- 
firm Clergymen is hereby repealed. ‘The first six sections of this 
Canon shall not take effect until such time as the Trustees of the 
present fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen shall have obtained 
such amendments to the Charter of the existing corporation as will 
enable the said corporation to hold the additional funds established 
by this Canon. 

Until such time the former Canon XVI. (except as hereinabove 
repealed) shall remain in full force and effect, and from and after 
such time the said former Canon XVI. shall be repealed. 


CANON XIX. 
Of the Trial of a Clergyman not being a Bishop. 


Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, not being a Bishop 
thereof, shall become ‘‘ lable to presentment and trial,” under the 
provisions of any Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the 
mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as follows, viz.: 

Src. 1. The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, addressed 
to the Bishop of the Diocese, specifying the offences of which the 
accused is alleged to be guilty, with reasonable certainty as to time, 
place and circumstances. Such presentment may be made by the 
major part in number of the members of the Vestry of any Church 
of which the accused is a Minister, or by any three Presbyters of 
this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as hereinafter 
mentioned. Whenever from public rumor, or otherwise, the Bishop 
shall have reason to believe that any Clergyman is under the im- 
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putation of having been guilty of any offence or misconduct, for 
which he is hable to be tried, and that the interest of the Church 
requires an investigation, it shall be his duty to appoint five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be Presbyters, to examine the case; a 
majority of whom may make such examination ; and if there is in 


their opinion sufficient ground for presentment, shall present the . 


Clergyman accordingly. 


Sec. 2. A presentment being made in any one of the modes 
above prescrihed, the Bishop, if the facts charged shall not appear 
to him to be such as constitute an offence, may dismiss it; or if it 
allege facts, some of which do, and some of which do not, consti- 
tute an offence, he may allow it in part and dismiss the residue, or 


he may permit it to be amended. When it shall be allowed in | 


whole or in part, the Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on 
the accused ; and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, and not being parties to the 
presentment, and cause a list of their names to be served on the 
accused; who shall, within thirty days after such service, select five 
of them, and notify their names in writing to the Bishop; and if he 
shall not give such notification to the Bishop within the said thirty 
days, the Bishop shall select five, and the Presbyters so selected shall 
‘orm a Board for the trial of the accused, and shall meet at such 
tume and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time, and from place to place, (but always 
within this Diocese), as they shall think necessary. 


Src. 3, A written notice of the time and place of their first 
meeting shall be served at least thirty days before such meeting, on 
the accused, and also on one of the persons making the present- 
ment. 


Sec. 4. If, at the time appointed for the first meeting of the 
Board of Presbyters, the whole number of five shall not attend, then 
those who do attend, may adjourn from time to time; and if, after 
one adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improbable that 
the whole number will attend within a reasonable time, then those 
who do attend, not being less than three, shall constitute the Board, 
and proceed to the trial, and a majority of them shall decide all 
questions. 


Sec. 5. If a Clergyman presented shall confess the truth of the 
facts alleged in the presentment, it shall be the duty of the Bishop 
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to proceed to pass sentence; and if he shall not confess them before 
the appointment of a Board for his trial, as before mentioned, he 
shall be considered as denying them. 

Src. 6. If a Clergyman presented, after having had due notice, 
shall not appear before the Board of Presbyters appointed for his 
» trial, the Board may nevertheless proceed as if he were present, un- 
less for good cause they shall see fit to adjourn to another day. 


Src. 7. When the Board proceed to the trial, they shall hear such 
evidence as shall be produced, which evidence shall be reduced to 
writing and signed by the witnesses respectively; and some officer 
authorized by law to administer oaths, may, at the desire of either 
party, be requested to administer an oath or affirmation to the wit- 
nesses, that they will testify the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, concerning the facts charged in the presentment. If 
on or during the trial the accused shall confess the truth of the 
charges, as stated in the presentment, the Board may dispense with 
hearing further evidence, and may proceed at once to state their 
opinion to the Bishop as to the sentence that ought to be pro- 
nounced. 


Sec. 8. Upon the application of either party to the Bishop, and 
it being made satisfactorily to appear to him that any material wit- 
nesses cannot be procured upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a 
Commissary to take the testimony of any such witness. Such Com- 
missary may be either a Clergyman or a Layman, and the party so 
applying shall give to the other at least siz days’ notice of the time 
and place of taking the testimony. And if the person on whom the 
notice shall be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day’s notice shall be given for 
every additional twenty miles of the said distance. And both par- 
ties may attend and examine the witness, and the questions and 
answers shall be reduced to writing, and signed by the witness, 
and shall be certified by the Commissary, and enclosed under his 
seal, and transmitted to the Board, and shall be received by them as 
evidence. A witness, examined before such Commissary, may be 
sworn or affirmed in manner aforesaid. 


Sec. 9. The Board having deliberately considered tht evidence, 
shall declare in a writing signed by them, ora majority of them, 
their decision on the charges contained in the presentment, dis- 
tinctly stating whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such 
charges respectively, and also stating the sentence which in their 
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opinion should-be pronounced; and a copy of such decision shall be 
without delay communicated to the accused; and the original de- 
cision, together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the Bishop, 
who shall pronounce such canonical sentence as shall appear to him 
to be proper, provided the same shall not exceed in severity the 


sentence recommended by the Board; and such sentence shall be . 


final.. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop shall summon 
the accused and any three or more of the Clergy, to meet him at 
such time as may in his opinion be most convenient, in some 
Church to be designated by him, which shall for that purpose be 
open at the time to all persons who may choose to attend, and the 
sentence shall then and there be publicly pronounced by the Bishop. 
But the Bishop, if he shall be satisfied that justice requires it, may 
erant a new trial to the accused, in which case a new Board of Pres- 
byters shall be appointed, the proceedings before whom shall be con- 
ducted as before mentioned. 


Src. 10. All notices and papers contemplated in this Canon 
may be served by a summoner or summoners, to be appointed for 
the purpose by the Bishop, and whose certificate of such service 
shall be evidence thereof. In case of service by any other person, 
the facts shall be proved by the affidavit of such person. A written 
notice or paper delivered to a party, or left at his last place of resi- 
dence, shall be deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 


Suc. 11. The defendant may have the privilege of appearing by 
counsel ; in case of the exercise of which privilege, and not other- 
wise, those who present shall have also the like privilege. 


CANON XX. 
Of the Trial of a Bishop.

CANON XXI. 
Concerning Alterations in the Canons and Additions thereto. 


No proposed alteration of, or addition to, the Canons, shall here- 
after be considered by the Convention, unless at least one day’s 
previous notice be given thereof in open Convention; nor, unless 
by unanimous consent, until such alteration or addition shall have 
been referred to, and reported upon, by a Committee of at least two 
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Presbyters and two Laymen. Nor shall such alteration or addition 
be adopted, during the same Convention, if two-thirds of the votes 
of both orders, taken separately, shall not concur therein; but in 
such case, the same (unless negatived by a majority of the members 
present) shall lie over for consideration until the next annual meet- 
ing of the Convention. 


CANON XXII. 
Repealing former Canons. 


All former Canons of this Convention are hereby repealed. 
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RULES OF ORDER. 


I. At the opening of each Annual Convention, after Morning Prayer, Ser- 
mon and the administration of the Holy Communion, the President shall take 
the Chair; after which the order of procedure shall be as follows : 


1. The Secretary, under the direction of the Bishop ; or, in case of his ab- 
sence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Episcopate, under the direction 
of the Standing Committee, shall call over the names of the clergy entitled to 
seats. ' | 
2. He shall call the names of the Lay Delegates whose election has been 
certified to him in pursuance of Canon II., Section 9. The President shall 
then appoint a Committee of three persons, to whom shall be referred the Cre- 
dentials of the Lay Delegates, who shall report upon the correctness of the roll 
made by the Secretary. ; 

3. A constitutional quorum (thirty clergymen and thirty Delegations) being 
present, the President shall declare the Convention organized for business, 
which shall proceed in the following order : 

4, Reading of the Rules of Order. 

5. The election of a Secretary and Treasurer, the former of whom shall 
have power to appoint two Assistant Secretaries. 

6. The appointment of five Standing Committees by the President : 


(1.) On the incorporation and admission of Churches—to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen, which Committee may report at any 
time during the session of the Convention, in order, 

(2.) On the Diocesan Fund, two Clergymen and two Laymen, with the 
Treasurer, 

(3.) On the Treasurer’s Report, three Laymen. 

(4.) On the General Theological Seminary, two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. E 

(5.) On Canons, at least two Clergymen and two Laymen. 


7% The appointment of Inspectors of Elections: one Clergyman and one 
Layman for the Clerical Votes, and one Clergyman and one Layman for the 
Lay Votes—for the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The Receiving and Referring, when necessary, of Reports, other than 
those of Special Committees, which may have been handed in to the Secretary. 

9. Miscellaneous business. 
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II. On the second day, the order of business, after Morning Prayer,, 
shall be : 

1. Reading and approving of the Minutes. 

. Receiving certificates of ay Delegates not present before. 

. Calling over the names of members not present on the first day. 
Admission of Parishes into union with the Convention. 
Reception of the Clergy and Lay Delegates of the same. 

6. Annual Address of the Bishop; ualess he should prefer another time 
for its delivery. If so, it shall] be at any time in order. 

7. The election of the Standing Committee, the Deputies and the Provisional 
Deputies to the General Convention, and the Missionary Committee. 

8. The appointment of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm 
Clergymen, and supplying vacancies, if any, in the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund. 

9. Report of the Secretary, when any business has been committed to that. 
officer. 

10. Report of the New York Protestant Episcopal Mission Society. 

11. Report of the Missionary Committee of the Diocese. 

12. Report of Society for Promoting Religion and Learning. 

13. Report of Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. 

14. Report of the Trustees of the Fund for Aged and Infirm Clergymen. 

15. Report of the Standing Committee on the Treasurer’s Report. 

16. Report of the Standing Committee on General Theological Seminary. 

17. Report of the Standing Committee on the Diocesan Fund. 

18. Report of the Committee on Canons, 

19. Reports of Special Committees. 

20, Miscellaneous business. 
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III. On the third and any subsequent day, the order of business, after Morn- 
ing Prayer, shall be: 


1. Reading and Approval of the Minutes. 

2. Receiving the Certificates of Lay Delegates not present before. 
3. Calling the names of Members not present before. 

4, Reports not presented the preceding day, in order. 

5. Miscellaneous business. 


IV. If the prescribed order of business on any day should not have been 
gone through with, the first business the succeeding day shall be the matters 
which had not been reached on the preceding day, and in the order for that 
day prescribed ; this rule shall not apply to miscejlaneous business. 


V. If the President ex officio is not present at the opening of the Convention, 
the Secretary shall call the Convention to order, when the senior Presbyter 
present, being entitled to a seat, shall take the chair; and in such case, im- 
mediately after the organization of the Convention, a President shall be elected, 
by ballot, from among the Clergy. 


VI. Before the rising of the Convention, the Minutes of the last day’s pro- 
ceedings shall be read and approved. 
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VII. The Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church, Clergymen belong- 
ing in this Diocese, but not entitled to seats in this Convention, Clergymen of 
other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theology in the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the Convention, 
if not members, shall be admitted to the sittings of the Convention. 


VIII. The hours of each day’s session shall be from 10 A.M. to 3 P.M., and 
when ordered by-the Convention, from 75 to 10 P.M. 


IX. The mode of conducting the stated elections by ballot shall be as 
follows : 


The Secretary shall call the names of the Clergy and of the Parishes entitled 
to vote, who, as called, are to present their several ballots for each office to be 
filled, to the appropriate inspectors, whose duty it shall be to take charge of 
the same, keeping a poll list of the votes, and as soon as practicable, to canvass 
the same and report the results thereof to the Convention. If on any such 
report, it should appear that no valid election has been made in respect to all 
or any of the offices to be filled, the poll shall again be opened, for the purpose 
of filling those which may remain vacant; and if, on such second attempt, the 
purpose shall not be accomplished, the balloting may be resumed at the discre- 
tion of the Convention. 


X. No motion shall be considered as before the Convention unless seconded, 
and, when required, reduced to writing. 


XI. When a question is before the Convention, no motion, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be received, but to lay it on the table—to postpone it 
indefinitely—to postpone it to a certain time—to commit it—or to amend it; 
which motions shall have precedence in the order named, But a motion to 
strike out the word ‘‘ Resolved” shall have precedence of a motion to amend, 
and, if carried, shall be equivalent to a rejection of the resolution. 


XII. All amendments shall be considered in the order in which they are 
received. When a proposed amendment is under consideration, a motion to 
amend the same may be made ; no after-amendment to such second amendment 
shall be in order. But when an amendment to an amendment is under consid- 
eration, a substitute for the whole matter may be received. No proposition on 
a subject different from that under consideration shall be received under color 
of a substitute. 


XIII. A motion to lay on the table shall be decided without debate. 


XIV. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, when no member is 
speaking, and shall be decided without debate. 


XV. The mover may withdraw a motion or resolution at any time before 
decision or amendment, in which case it shall not be entered upon the minutes. 


XVI. If a question under debate contains several distinct propositions, the 
same shall be divided at the request of any member, and a vote taken. sepa- 
rately.

XVII. No member may speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out leave of the Conveuation, nor more than once in any case until every mem- 
ber choosing to speak shail have spoken. 


XVIII. Every member present shall vote whenever a question is put, unless 
excused by the Convention on account of his being personally interested in the 
result, or for other cause. 


‘ 


XIX. The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, and by orders, whenever 
called for by five members. 


XX. In taking the vote by orders, it shall be the right of any member of a 
delegation who may dissent from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded on the minutes. 


XXI. A question being decided shall not be reconsidered during the same 
session without the consent of two-thirds of the members present, nor without 
the motion for that purpose being made by one of the majority on the first de- 
cision. No question shall be reconsidered more than once. 


XXII. All Special Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless 
otherwise ordered. 


XXIII. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be 
received, of course, without motion for acceptance. They shall be entered on 
the minutes, unless otherwise ordered. If recommending or requiring any 
action or expression of opinion by the Convention, they shall be accompanied 
by a resolution, or resolutions, for its consideration. 


XXIV. When a member is called to order by the President or by another 
member, he shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain. All 
questions of order shall be determined in the first instance by the President ; 
but any member may appeal from any decision of the Chair; and on such 
appeal, no member shall speak more than once without leave of the Con- 
vention. 


XXV. The prescribed order of business shall not be departed from, nor 
Shall anyrule of order be suspended, unless by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present ; nor shall any be changed or rescinded without one day’s 
previous notice of a motion to that effect. 


XXVI. The majority of a quorum shall always be required to elect any 
officer.
